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The Wailing Wall and the League. 


ELSEWHERE will be found a report of the discussion at the 
League of Nations on the Wailing Wall controversy, and the 
unfortunate happenings there on the last Day of Atonement. The 
debate does not carry the matter very much further, if it carries it 
in that direction any way at all. There appears to be among the 
members of the League who took part in the discussion, a total 
misapprehension both of the facts of the matter and, what is 
even more important, of the Jewish position in regard to it. 


“Some of the statements that were made were indeed ludicrous, 


as for instance that-made by one representative who said that 
the Jews who desired to worship at the Wailing Wall were 
not Zionists. If the gentleman who made this observation could 
read the Prayers these Jews who assembled on the Day of Atone- 
ment uttered, or realise even the reason for their gathering 
at the Wailing Wall at all, he would understand the absurdity of 
what he said. No Jew who does not value and abide by the Jewish 
National idea, would think of praying at the Wailing Wall, although 
of course there are many who are equally imbued with Jewish 
Nationalism, who do not think that is the best way of manifesting 
their principles, or of satisfying their Jewish National sentiment. 
The suggestion made that the world-wide protest against the 
bungling manner in which the Palestine Administration acted was 
engineered from the Zionist Organisation, is also palpably mistaken. 
The identity of the nature of the protest is due to the unanimous 
feeling among Jews the world over that was evoked, Altogether, 
in fact, the attitude displayed by the League of Nations 
so far as Jews are concerned, was to say the least, hardly 
satisfactory. Although exception must be made in respect to one or 
two of the delegates. To say, as was declared by more than one 
representative, that the whole incident must be viewed by the light 
of pre-Mandate Turkish practice is to set back the clock ina 
deplorable manner. It is to ignore everything that has occurred 
during the last ten years, to ignore all that has altered the position 
in Palestine, notably of course the public recognition of the right 


of Jews there to re-form their national being. It is giving little 
encouragement in that direction to treat the religious sentiment 
concerning the Wailing Wall which permeates the whole of the 
Jewish people, however it may be derided as mere sentiment, in 


the cavalier manner on the whole adopted in the League of Nations 
debate. 


A Judge’s Observations. 


AMONG the items of Law Cases published last week, we 
reported Some observations made by Mr. Justice RowLatTtT, who had 
before him in the High Court of Justice a case in which the parties 
were Jews. In response to an objection made in the witness box 
by one of them, to being questioned concerning a bankruptcy in 
which he was involved, the Judge said that he A - no reason for 
refusing to answer the queries put to the witness, because all the 
people in the case had been bankrupt. He added that they had 
avoided the penalties of the Bankruptcy Act by turning their 
businesses into Companies, or over to their wives. He declared, 
too, that in these cases there wes usually a burglary, and he 
made some other remarks animadvertory to Jews generally, or as 
he called them “ foreign people,” whom he frequently had before 
him with their disputes. Now, no one will suggest the least 
bias on the part of Mr. Justice ROWLATT; and everyone who knows 
anything of some of our public courts and the Jewish cases that 
arise there, will agree that the learned Judge did not very much 
exaggerate the facts or draw unfair inferences from them. Our 
own law reports week by week are largely confirmatory of the 
Judge's remarks. And we call attention to his observations not 
alone because they must be of importance to the Community as a 
whole, but because we should imagine that anyone reading them 
must see the desirability of exposing these cases to the light of the 
only public opinion—that of the Community—which is likely to 
influence those concerned. That at least, we think, is justification 
for the reports we give from week to week in our Law Cases 
column, and which were once so hostilely canvassed in certain 
quarters. But there are two other considerations that 
arise from what Mr, Justice ROWLATT said. The first is the 
necessity for creating and encouraging a public opinion in the 
Community which will not regard the sort of thing to which the 
Judge alluded as venial and merely incidental, and which 
will be worthy of Jews and Judaism. We all know that in 
certain quarters of the Community those who bring discredit 
upon the trade or the profession in which they are engaged and 
hence upon their fellow-Jews, experience no loss of statns in the 
Jewish society to which they belong. Nor are things any worse 
with us here than among Jews elsewhere, at least judging from the 
communication we print this week from our New York Corres. 
pondent, who tells us of gross and mean frauds regularly practiced 
by Jews in the law profession in America, Unhappily, there, as here, 
the all-soothing element is the golden ointment. If any of these 
people enrich themselves by their crooked dealings, then the means 
by which they do so are winked at by those who in the most 
obvious manner should condemn them. One word more about what 
Mr. Justice Rowrnatr had to say. Surely, nothing could have 
indicated more pointedly than his words the necessity for some 
organisation in the Community, which would arbitrate these dis- 
putes between Jews and which would be resorted to by the dis- 
putants. For this purpose the Beth Din as now constituted is 
utterly incompetent, and an urgent necessity, therefore, is for a 
Board of Arbitration—it has been called “Another Beth Din'’—which 
would have the confidence of those who find themselves in dispute, 
who would take their causes before it. It must not be forgotten 
that in many of these cases Jews called upon to adjudicate upon 
them would understand and appreciate, and, perhaps because they 
understood and appreciated, view in a less sinister light the position 
of these “foreign people ’—and of native-born Jews also—rather 
more completely than is possible with a non-Jew, even one so just 
and sympathetic as the Judge to whose words we have referred, 


The Casting Process Again. 

Iv Jews or their representatives, such as the Deputies or the 
Shechita Board or the Ecclesiastical Authorities, were of opinion 
that the present casting process employed preparatory to the 
operation of Shechita, is humane, it would be the duty of those 
who speak for the Community in the public Press to say so, and 
for the organisations concerned in carrying out Shechita to act 
accordingly. But there is no doubt that the consensus of opinion, 
to put it no higher, among Jews, tallies with that among non-Jews, 
that the casting process is unduly violent and inhumane, and that 
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in certain cases, if not in a majority, where the animal subjected 
to it is otherwise than docile, the operation involves real cruelty. 
For that reason various devices have been suggested, and some 
have been employed for minimising the objections to the process. 
The Shechita Board however has declared, for we know not how 
many years past, that it bas been endeavouring to obtain some 
mechanical means for casting, which would obviate the necessity 
of violently throwing the animal to the ground, as is now the usual 
method. There have in particular been several experimental trials 
with an apparatus devised by Mr. Wetnbenrc of Leeds, the merits 
or demerits of which are beside the question, we for the moment 
would urge, which is that the present casting process is recognised 
as unsatisfactory. In view of that fact, is it not preposterous for 
the Solicitor to the Deputies to send to the Spectator a letter in 
which with a superciliousness that is considerably misplaced and 
an attitude which must be very much misunderstood he declares 
on behalf of the body he represents that Jews are willing 
to adopt a mechanical means for castsng, in order to get 
rid of the annoyance to which they are subjected by those 
who are interested in humaneness to dumb brutes! Annoyance! 
As if Jews should not welcome with avidity any suggestion from 
whatever quarter made to substitute a humane for a cruel method of 
casting. Mr. EMANUEL in our view adopts an entirely wrong position 
and, what is much more deplorable,an altogether untenable position. 
He adopts aun cqually reprehensible attitude when he suggests that 
all those anxious to see a proper trial givento the Weinberg 
apparatus, are so because somehow or another they are interested in 
its adoption. That, of course, isthe sheerest nonsense. On the other 
hand, Mr. EMANUEL has evidently a difficult task. Because,as appears 
for instance, from a letter which was published in last Saturday's 
Spectator, and which we reprint elsewhere, it is by no means clear 
that the Shechita Board has given the encouragement it should have 
done to Mr. WEINBERG or to any other inventor of a mechanical cast- 
ing apparatus. The letter we reprinted from Mr. WEINBERG to the 
Secretary of the Deputies, and to which by the by no sort of 
explanation or reply is forthcoming, goes largely to confirm this. 
And one result is that Mr. EMANUEL is compelled to defend the 
Community, or at least the Shechita Board, and the Deputies and 
the Ecclesiastical Authorities, in lawyer fashion. It is not, how- 
ever, @ means which redounds to the credit of the Community, or 
is likely to impress non-Jews with the humaneness to animals 
which is the basio principle of Shechita. The letter which we 
quote from the Nineteenth Century of this month, shows the straits 
to which Mr. EMANUEL is reduced. As we have said so often, 
the real trouble of this matter is that the Jewish organisations 
concerned are more or less hampered and baulked by trade 
“interests.” That is sufficiently serious. But what is more serious 
still is that the authorities concerned should not explain the posi- 
tion to the Community frankly and candidly, but should adopt 
means and proceed in a manner best contrived to hide the truth of 
the matter. This, as we have shown go often, is a dangerous policy, 
and we think the time has come when the Cuter Raps who, after 
all, is mainly responsible for the carrying out of Shechita in this 
country, should assert his rightful position, or at least put himself, 
and with himself the Community of which he is the spiritual head, 


right with the public, allowing the public and the Commupity to 
know the real facts of the case. 


A Doubtful Movement. 

THe B'nai B'rith is heartily to be congratulated upon the 
anxiety it manifests about Jewish Adult Education and the paucity 
of means at present in existence, whereby it can be provided. The 
determination to establish a Jewish Adult Education Association was 
thus admirable. But the plan under which the Association is to work, 
as revealed by the meeting of the Organisation on Sunday, is in 
itself something of an education. The idea was apparently adopted 
originally under the notion that funds for its purposes could be 
obtained from the War Memorial. That body, however, will not or 
cannot give any support to education which is not religious. On 
the other hand, the members of the B'nai B'rith, like most 
other such Jewish Organisations, possess little if any religious 
uniformity. Nor, we suppose, is there any burning desire 
among them to spread a knowledge of the Jewish faith as it is 
held by the vast majority of the Jews of the world. Moreover, we 
understand that, failing the War Memorial, the movement relies 
upon a Government grant, and that, of course, is not available 
for any sectarian religious purpose. And so the decision has 
been come to that the éducation to be provided by the new 
Association for Jewish adults’ is to be shorn of religion and 
that any element of a religious nature is to be excluded. 
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Synagogues are banned, and although the Chief Rabbi is expected 
to, or it is at least suggested shall, become its first President, the 
Chief Rabbbi must be Dr. Hertz and Dr. HERTZ only in propria 
persona. How far our revered Chief will find himself able con. 
sistently with his high office to accept the position of President of an 
Association in which he is forbidden to exercise the main purpose 
of the office he holds, is a matter, of course, for him. But then, 
there is this further question: what are these Jewish adults to be 
induced to become by the influence of this Association? Clearly, 
so far as it influences them atall, it must be in the direction of 
the religignsios. They will be encouraged to regard Judaism as a 
science or a study, not as areligion. Frankly, this ghostly Judaisi: 
does not appeal to us as a work to be undertaken by a specifically 
Jewish institution. It seems, to put it no more strongly, inconsisten'. 
We have already enough Jews growing up among us who ignore the 
calls of religion. This Association as it is designed, must, it seems 
to us, accentuate that disposition. Surely, in the circumstances, 
that is hardly a matter likely to conduce to the well being of the 
Jewish Faith, to respect for it, and to adhesion to it among Jewish 
adults,

“Why Am I a Jew?” 


By Mentor. 


HE question is no new one. It has been asked again and 
again in various forms. I myself have dealt with at least 
some aspects of it on more than one occasion, but I doubt 
whether it has been more boldly and insistently or, indeed, 

more searchingly put than in a letter which came to my hands a 
few days ago. It is written by a young man whose upbringing I 
happen to know was that of a strictly conforming Jew. He is, as 
must seem fairly evident from his letter,a young man of thought 
and, moreover, the capacity of thinking. He is earnest and 
sincere—that also is obvious. He is no mere reviler, anxious 
to undo the. faith of others because his own faith is 
undone. I gather from what he writes that his disposition is 
not iconoclast. He is no mere disrupter. Whether his views are 
altogether wrong or, as I believe, basically so and at most, partially 
tenable. he is a diligent searcher, sol conclude, after the truth ’ 
And I reproduce the major part of his letter, because I think that 
he voices as he claims, an opinion which many hold and are yet 
unable to give tongue to, or perhaps are unconscious of, or, at least, 
cannot elaborate with the clarity and the pointedness with which he 
invests what hesays. I retail his communication moreover, because 
I think that far more important than arguing his contentions, or 
even endeavouring to comment upon them or criticise them, is if to 
let the public know what a young man like this has to say, and how 
he says it, upon subjects of supreme interest to all Jews. Afterall, 
there is an obligation implied, if not actual, upon every Jew, to be 
able to justify his allegiance to his people. The mere accident of 
birth, the mere circumstance of environment and upbringing, mere 
predilection—such things are insufficient. In the case of my 
correspondent, it will be seen that they utterly fail to satisfy him, 
and yet it is due to himself, as it is due from all such to themselves. 
to be able to say why they are Jews. 
Here is what my correspondent writes: . 

Why am la Jew? Iam; but the fact that I am does nol 
satisfy me. Being a Jew is not just a natural fact traceable to 
ethnic peculiarities, or to biological amenities. Such might 
account for a man having blue eyes or red hair. But they are 
an insufficient answer to the question I feel every man who is a 
Jew is boand in honour to ask himself: Why am I a Jew? I 
suppose the average answer which I should rective would be 
that I was born a Jew, I was brought up as a Jew, I was taught 
and educated as a Jew—und there you are. But that still does 
not answer in any way satisfactorily, to my mind, the question 
lam venturing to ask you. Let me explain. I am labelled 
“Jew” but I have little sympathy with the Jewish people. | 
think they are narrow in outlook, cribbed, cabined and con 
fined by the position they occupy as Jews in the economy of the 
world. Why are they segregated from their brother human 
beings? Is it a matter of religion or faith? Well, I have no 
place for institutional religion of any kind. I believe, and 
my reading of things as they are and of history as it has 
been is, that so soon as creeds and beliefs, doctrines and 
dogmas are institutionalised, they lose for individuals their 
ethical value. It becomes overlaid with ceremonies and ritual. 
The personal responsibility is relegated to priest or parson, to 
Rabbi or Minister. Men and women then make their faith and 
their creed, their ethical ideals and their religious belief, sub 
servient to convention and dependent upon convenience. They 
observe the Sabbath Day in such circumstances, or refrain from 
murder or perjury or thieving, not because these are wrong in 
themselves, but because their spiritual adviser has told them 
they must or they must not, and he has backed himself up by an 
amorphous conception which he calls God, and which he repre- 
Sents as constantly engaged in the dual occupation of punishing 
and rewarding—of punishing those the spiritual adviser marks 
as wicked and rewarding those whom he marks as good. This is 
the case with é@very religion, and it is the case with Judaism. 
And since it is common to Judaism and all faiths, to place 
myself under this ecclesiastical spell in its Jewish form is no 
sufficient reason to advance why I am a Jew. Let us, 
then, see what it is that the Jewish Religion—and I refer to 
the Jewish Religion, because it is of course a vital element in 
the question—let us see what it is the Jewish Religion specially 
provides, and ask whether there is anything in it which it 
not only demands but rightly claims above and beyond all 
other religions sufficient to answer my query: Why am I 
aJdew? The unity of God will leap at once to your lips. But 
other faiths, other forms of faith, are also based upon the belief 

. In ove God. Even Christianity claims that its trinity is a unity, 
that fts triune Being is one God. So that, there is hardly any 
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difference, if there be any difference at all, to distinguish 
Judaism in that Jewish doctrine of unity of God. 

Perhaps you will say that my racial origin makes of me a 
Jew. Perhaps it does, but that is not my point. I want to 
know whether, believing as Ido and thinking as I do, I ought to 
continue a racial segregation which, so far as I can see, has 
done virtually nothing for the world, except to produce what 
Jews believe to be the gravest religious error conceivable, called 
Christianity, and the vile persecution in varying degrees which 
Jews have borne throughout the ages. . . . AmI the only Jew 
in the fourteen or fifteen millions of us, who does not believe 
in the observance of the Sabbath? Merely to ask the question is 
sufficient, Out of all our millions only a mere handful believe 
in the Sabbath, believe that it was divinely arranged because 
God rested on the seventh day from all his labours after spend- 
ing six days in the creation of that which we know is still ina 
state of development after millions and millions of years of 
evolutionary development, and for yet millions of years if not 
for ever must remain uncompleted. If the millions of Jews 
believed in th. sabbath, believed in its having been instituted 
by God for the especial behoof of the comparative few of 
His creatures called Jews, would they disregard it? Faste 
and Festivals’ Can I be asked to believe in these in the 
sense in which the Synagogue declares the Jew should believe 
in them? ‘To give an instance: do you believe and do you ask 
me to believe that on the New Year's day the Almighty registers 
the fate of every living creature, sealing that fate on the 
greatest of ail the Fase Days and waiting to make His decree 
absolute until He sees whether the one to be affected by it, 
all unaware, mark you, of the fate that is awaiting him, will 
ward off the evil decree by fasting and prayer and penitence? 

Then, | expect I shall be told that lam a Jew, because 
must share in the destiny which awaits the Jewish People 
in common, whatever that destiny may be. But why should 
i share it? What is that destiny, so far as it can be 
perceived’ At best—at best, I would stress—it is Jews being 
cooped up into one corner of one continent, a heterogeneous 
multitude con vd of those who, by national origin, will 
nhomogeneous, to work out there a future the

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mere lineaments of which no one bas yet ventured even to 
sketch. at least concretely. At worst, however, Jewish destiny 
points to our going on drifting about the world like grit in its 
social machinery, for ever doing our best to dodge (and not 
always succeeding) the anomalousness of our position and the 
awkwardness which the place we occupy, half segregated half 
assimilated everywhere, imposes upon us. I cannot think that 

I am a Jew for the sake of Jewish destiny; and if not for the 

politico-social aspect of Judaism, and if not for the religious, 

then why am JaJew?... I feel it right to ask this question. 

As l ask it of you, so I have asked it of myself a thousand times. 

In the watches of the night I have pondered it, and the problem 

bas set itself before me then as a very pillar of fire, justas it has 

hung over my waking hours as acloud byday. Is it finally—and 
this I confess is perhaps the most difficult point to overcome— 
perbaps the social bearing of the question? My friends and 
my relations, those I love and revere, are Jews and Jewish 
women. Am Ia Jew. then, only because I ‘desire to maintain 
the relationship of affection and regard and esteem that subsists 
between me and those who profess and call themselves Jews? 

I could concede an argument based upon that consideration, if 

I were thinking of going over to some other communion 

and definitely ranging myself as a member of some other 

Church. tut that is not in question. But to be a Jew 

ought to be something positive, definite, real and 

living. It ought not to be a negation. And it is a negation 
with the one who asks himself Why am I a Jew? and says, 
because Iam not a Christian or not a Mohammedan or nota 

Confucian. It is worse than negation, itis but babbling. You 

know quite well that as long as I do not ~ go over”’ to another 

faith the family tie or the social bond will remain, even if there 
be nothing about me to account satisfactorily for heing a Jew— 

Jewish religious belief, Jewish sympathies, what you will. 

lask, then, Why am laJew? You cabll me a Jew like 
all those who know me, but tell me why you do so. Let me 
repeat. I believe nothing that institutional Judaism declares 
is the Jewish Faith. I observe nothing that the Synagogue 
sets down for my observance. I have no sympathy with my 

people in the past, the present orthe future. I am just a 

citizen of this country, and my striving is to be a good citizen 

and aprosperots one. I could give you a thousand reasons 
why lam an Englishman. Will you please tell me one reason 
of any validity why lam a Jew or, what comes to the same 

thing, why I should continue to wear the label of “Jew.” .. . 

And I do not hesitate to ask you this, because my experience 

and observation teach me that, far from being just a peculiar 

son of a peculiar people, there are thousands upon thousands of 

Jews, men and women labelled exactly as I am, who are in 

precisely my case and would acknowledge it if they thought 

about it. There is no more reason, 1 can see, why they are 

Jews than why lam!... 

That is the gist of the communication, and I prefer, anyway for 
the moment, to leave it in all its aching agony. For surely it is 
agony, agony than which no greater is conceivable to be borne by 
human being, to carry the title of Jew, of which so many of us are 
proud, and yet for a man to find himself unable to say why he bears 
it--to be unable to offer any justification for doing so. And if 


anything could exacerbate that agony, it is surely to be found in the 


fact which my correspondent declares and which I for one will not 
venture to gainsay, that he shares that agony with thousands upon 
thousands of our people who, if they but knew it, might well thank 
God that they are unconscious of their dire affliction.

RECEPTION TO THE REY. E. M. LEVY, M.A. 

ihe Executive Committee of the Federation held a reception on 
Thursday in last week, at the residence of Mr. M. Schalit, 41, Eton 
Avenuc, Swiss Cottage, in honour of the Rev. E. M. Levy, of Durban, 
South Africa. Dr. D. Jochelman, in welcoming Mr. and Mrs. Levy, said 
that during the ten years of the Federation's existence, South Africa had 
responded generously to its appeals. It was pot the financial side only, 
however, which they appreciated, but also the moral benefit they had 
realised from South Africa’s support. The Rev. H: Mayerowitsch 
welcomed Mr. and Mrs. Levy on behalf of the East London Branch of 
the Federation. 

Mr. M. Grossman referred to the fact that the whole work of the 
Federation, at home and abroad—with the exception of the secretarial 
work in this country--was carried out entirely voluntarily. When no 
money could be raised in this country, South Africa had stepped into 
the breach, and enabled the Federation to carry on its activities in the 
famine areas of Eastern Europe. Miss Sara Moshkowitz welcomed Mr.

Tot Late Mr. DAVID HEILBRON. 


The Rev. E. P. Pups, Glasgow, writes: By the death of Mr. 
David Heilbron, the la-t living link connecting a past generation with the 
present has been severed. He was one of the original band of workers 
who founded the present Garnethill Synagogue. Mr. Heilbron’s attach. 
ment to the Synagogue and his active interest in its welfare and develop- 
ment never relaxed from those early days till the time when the ominous 
shadows of old age and its incapacities began to gather about him. He 
was a member of successive Boards of Management of the Synagogue ; 
rose to be its President, and when he found it necessary to relinquish 
this office, was especially honoured by being made its first Hon. President, 
a position which he held till his death. In each and all of the respective 
positions he was called upon to serve, he ever evinced that thoronghness 
and efficiency of work which were the prime qualities of his nature and 
which characterised all he undertook of public and p:ivate service. His 
interésts and activities were by no means exclusively confined to the 
Synagogne; they extended far into other areas of usefulness and 
necessity affecting the social, educational and charitable conditions 
and needs of the Community. He was associated with every cause 
and movement of utility and improvement and to every institution 
of worth and importance, Jewi~h and non-Jewish, he gave liberally 
of his time and resources. This was pre-eminently the case with 
regard to the Glasgow Jewish Board of Guardians, once known as 
the Philanthropic Society, of which for many years in succession the 
deceased was iis valued President. He was a man of keen intellect, 
clear understanding and perceptions; systematic and methodical in all 
his doings and habits; with which was combined a genial disposition 
and youthfal spirit which made him a welcome companion of old and 
young alike and which he retained in almost all their early freshness and 
vivacity till he entered the valley of the shadow of his mortal illness. 
Mr. Heilbron died as he lived, surrounded by general esteem and honour, 
leaving behind him the most valuable of all worldly acquirements, the 
richest of all human legacies and the best and most convincing of all 
monnments—a good and honourable name ! 


THE LATE Mr. EMIL B. KAPP.

Tue Mr. THOMAS USHERWOOD., 


The Rev. J. F. STERN, C.B.E., writes: I have read with great interest 
and sympathy the kindly note Mr. R. Lawson contributed to your colamns 
with reference to the late Mr Thomas Usherwood, the former Head. 
master of the now defunct Baker Street L.0.C. Sehool and the satis- 
faction he found in the loyalty and devotion of his Jewish boys. As a 
Manager of the school in Mr. Usherwood’s time and as Chairman of 
Managers for many subsequent years until the recent closure of the 
school by the L.C.C., I gladly add my word of tribute to the memory of 
a fine Headmaster, whose interest in the boys confided to his charge— 
both Jewish and Christian—could not fail to win for him a close place 
in their hearts. But there is a somewhat cryptic reference tothe late 
Headmaster which Iam unable to unravel. Mr. Lawson writes: “ Mr, 
Usherwood was the last English head of this L.C.C. School.” I fear Mr. 
Lawson has fallen a prey to a tendency prevalent in some quarters 
especially in East London to use the word “ English ” as antithetical to 
“Jewish.” Inthe present instance there is less excuse for the lapse, as 
at no time thronghout its existence was a Jew Headmaster of the school. 
I forget the name of Mr. Usherwood’s immediate successor, and cannot 
recall whether he was an Englishman, a Welshman, an Irishman, or @ 
Scot; but, whatever bis nationality, I know he was not of the Jewish faith, 
The same must be said for the two subsequent Headmasters, Mr. G. 


Sanders and Mr. Charles Key, both Christians and both equally devoted 
to the welfare of the many Jewish boys who formed the majority of the 
pupils attending this Council School. There is nothing for which 
we Jewish workers in East Londom have more reason to be grateful than 
the conscientious manner in which the non-Jewish teachers in our council 
schools carry out their charge towards their Jewish pupils. Religious 
bias would be as un-Eaglish to them as it would be ua-Christian. 


OTHER RECENT DEATHS.

Scheme of Constitution Adopted. 


AVOIDING RELIGIOUS CONTROVERSY. 

In June last a conference was called by the Bnai B'rith to 
consider the question of establishing a Jewish Adult Education 
Association. A Sub-Committee was then appointed to draft a Con- 
stitution. Representatives of the following institutions were then 
present : Association of Jewish Friendly Societies, English Zionist 
Federation, the B'nai B'rith, Jewish War Memorial, Union of Jewish 
Literary Societies, Inter-University Jewish Federation, Hampstead 
Synagogue, and the Union of Young Israel Societies, These repre- 
sentatives were invited on Sunday last to a meeting at Jews’ 
College for the purpose of adopting the Constitution. Mr. ARTHUR 
BiLoK. B.Sc... President of the B'nai B'rith, First Lodge of England 
was in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN said that as the result of the deliberations of the 
Drafting Committee, a Draft Constitution was prepared and circulated 
to each of the bodies represented at the first Conference, and they were 
invited to suggest amendments. The First Lodge of England was 
extremely anxious that the Constitution as finally arrived at should be 
in accordance with the aims set out at the original meeting. Amend- 
wents had been tabled from two quarters—the Union of Jewish Literary 
Societies and the Council of the First Lodge of England. In arriving at 
its amendments the Lode consulted what it thought to be all the parties 
of the institutions concerned or individuals of standing, having regard to 
their position and to their elose connection with such an importan} 
subject as Jewish Adult Education. He would draw their attention to 
@ new feature which it was proposed should be included in the Constitu- 
tion, namely the preamble which read as follows: 

Whereas it has been found desirable to provide extended facilities for 
Jewish ‘Adult Education under conditions such as will definitely exclude 
controversies of a religious nature, and in which all sections of the Community 
eould.participate a joint Council for the purpose shall be and is hereby formed. 

The Conncil of the Lodge, continned Mr. Blok, felt that every possible 
step should be taken to exclude from what they intend and hope to be 
an educational scheme, religious controversy. He hoped that the Scheme 
would flourish and grow on the lines of Workers’ Educational Association 
which was a very fine thing. 


Altitade of the War Memorial. 


Mr. J. 1. TAYLOR read the following letter from the Secretary of the 
Jewish War Memorial: 

My Committee hiave bad under consideration the Draft Constitution of the 
Joint Council of Jewish Adult Education. As you are probably aware my 
‘‘ommittee are unable to support objects other than those definitely aiming at 
the promotion of tewish religious education. The objects of your body, as set 
out in the Draft Constitution, indicate that the work is to be carried on upon 
secular lines. That being so it would appear to be ontside ths power of the 
Central Committee to support the Movement by representation on its body or 
hy contribution. The Committee would, however, be interested to learn the 
further development of the scheme, :

The preamble to the Constitution was adopted. 


The Rev. M, L. PERLZWEIG i:moved that Clause 3 as follows be 
deleted : 

The Conncil shall be strictly non-partisan in all questions of politics and 
religion, and accepts no resporsibiltty for the views of lecturers. 

The CHAIRMAN moved that the Council shall consist of two 
representatives of each of the following organisations:

Mr. BLOK said he hoped it would not be regarded as disrespectful t, 
exclude the Hampstead Synagogue, but its deletion was suggested 
chiefly upon the basis of the argument that if one synagogue was included 
all of them should be. 

Mr. DAINOW: Why not? 

Mr. H. Harris, LL.B., suggested that the United Synagogue shoul 
be included among the representative bodies. 

The Rev, M. L. PERLZWEIG suggested that the Visitation Committe. 
ofithe United Synagogue should be included as it was interested in th. 
education of those Jewsin H.M, prisons. The reason why they wished 
to exclude synagogues was becance the presence of bodies such as syna. 
gogues on the Council might lead to religious controversy. 

Mr. DarInow moved, and Mr. WEINER seconded, that the Hampstead 
Synagogue be not excluded. The motion was lost, three voting for and 
six against. 

Invited not to Accept. 

Dayan H. M. LAZARUS moved the following to be added to the 
paragraph relating to the Constitution of the officers: “The Chief Rabbi 
shall be invited to become President of the Council.” This was seconded 
by Mr. L. ELTON. 

The Rev. M. L. PERLZWEIG said he opposed it, but in no sense on 
personal grounds, The resolution as it now stood seemed to cut across 
the intention of the preamble already adopted, which definitely excluded 
representation of people who would be there in their religious capacity. 
He was prepared to support a resolution urging the Council to elect Dr. 
Hertz on the grounds that he as an individual can promote the cause of 
adult education. 

Mr. ELTON then moved “That this meeting earnestly recommends 
to the Council of Jewish Adult Education to invite the Chief Rabbi to 
become its first President.” This was seconded by the Rey. M. L. 
PERLZWEIG and unanimously adopted. 

The CHAIRMAN said that a somewhat dificult question had been very 
admirably and very gracefally circumvented, both on the part of the 
proposer and the seconder of the resolution. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the next business would be to send the 
amended Constitution to the constituent bodies, each of which would be 
required to accept it. The Constitution could not be further amended. 

The Conference invited the First Lodge of England to take the 
necessary steps to secure adhesion to the principles mentioned in the 
Constitution and to summon the first meeting of the Council. This was 
fixed for Sunday, April 14th. 


Westminster Jews’ Free School.

FIGHTING PERVERSION. 


Well done, B'nai B'rith! The decision to adopt appropriate 
means for checking and counteracting the activities of Christian 
Missionary Organisations among the Jews embarks the Organisation 
in one of the greatest undertakings ever tackled by any Lodge 
or communal body. A union of all the leading Jewish organisations 
for such an all-important common purpose would undoubtedly be 
a splendid achievement, but—how long will it take to bring about 
such a Federation? I notice with regret that a suggestion to try 
and obtain the sympathy of Members of Parliament for this 
movement has been repelled, and that any political agitation 
in the handling of this problem would be rejected by the B'nai 
B'rith. It is difficult tocunderstand why it should be so very offensive 
to submit our grievances to that legislative body which, if any 
progress is to be made, will have to deal with them eventually. 
For it was by various Acts of Parliament, during the last century, 
that all political restraints to which we had to submit for many 
generations were removed, and that equal rights with other British 
citizens were gradually granted. This equality of rights for Jewish 
citizens has nevertheless been, and is being violated daily by various 
Missionary organisations. The learned mover of the resolution at the 
B'nai B'rith meeting of the 24th February has illustrated these activities 
in his volume “ Aspects of Judaism,” in his treatise contained therein 
“The Jewish attitude towards Conversionists.” All the fine thoughts 
presented by Dr. Salis Daiches in the volutne to which I refer, seem to 
be very useful arguments in support of the resolution passed by the B'nai 
B'rith.—TAam. 


BATH JEWISH CEMETERY.

NEW REGISTER OF RELIEF RECIPIENTS. 


TRAINED SOCIAL WORKER APPOINTED. 


A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on 
Monday at the offices, 127, Middlesex Street. Mr. Arthur Stiebel, 
the President. was in the chair. There were also present: 

The Rev. J. F. Stern. O.B.E.. Col. F. D. Samuel, D.S.0., the Misses Hannah 
¥F. Cohen. O.B.E.. Ida Samue!, H. M. Schlesinger, Messrs. Leonard L. Cohen, 
R. A. Flatau. 8. W. Goldman. Ernest M. Halsted, Maurice M. Keyser, O.B.E., 
Leonard G. Montefiore, Percy H. L. Phillips, 5. Rosenfeld, I, J. Rozelaar, 
Ronald F. Rubinstein. 

The CHAIRMAN, on behalf of the members of the Board, congratulated 
the Rev. J. F. Stern on the honour (C.B.E.) recently conferred upon him. 

The members of the Board considered and approved the annual 
report for 1928, as prepared by the Hon. Secretary and approved by the 
Executive Committee. The Chairman said that they owed a great debt 
of gratitude to Mr. Keyser for his work in connection with the report. 

Colonel F. D. SAMUEL, D.S.O., presented the Treasurers’ Statement 
and Accounts for 1028. and moved a vote of thanks to the Hon. Auditors, 
Messrs. Gundry, Straus and Co,, and to the Assistant Auditor, Mr. Ellis 


Castello. 

The following figures in the Report are of interest: 

The revenue available for relief and general expenses, as stated in the 
balance-sheet, was £37,509 I6e. Sd., as compared with £36,581 19s. 6d. in 1927, and 
£34,381 19s. lid. in 1996. Of this £29,630 10s. 10d. was at the free disposal of the 
Board, and £7,679 5s. 10d. was hypothecated for special purposes. In 1927 these 
figures were £28,894 13s. 2J. and £7,487 6s. 4d. respectively, and in 1926 
£28,272 13s. 3d. and £6,159 6s. Sd. respectively. 

The deficit on December 3ist, 1928, was £12,781. 

The reports of the various Sub-Committees and the nomination list 


of contributors for the election of thirty-two members of the Board to 
serve from April Ist next were also approved. 

The following Committees were elected for the year ending March 
Sist, 1950. 

Executive, General Relief, Loan, Fixed Allowance, Visiting, Industrial, 
Emigration, Health and Convalescence, Canvassing, Temporary Allowance, 
Almshouses, Samuel and Myer Home, Boarding-Out, Conjoint (with Danes- 
wood Sanatorium After-Care), Ladies’ Conjoint Visiting. 


The following recommendation of the Health and ‘Convalescence 
Committee was agreed to: 


That for a period not to exceed three months during the ensuing summer, 
the Committee be authorised to send children away for short-period con- 
valescence in co-operation with the Children’s Country Holidays Fund. 

(In 1928 forty children were sent to Hollington in co-operation with the 
Children's Country Holidays Fund for four wecks’ convalescence at a nett cost 
to the Board of £170). 


Register of Mutual Assistance. 

At the last meeting in December it was agreed that the Board should 
so enlarge its existing register of cases as to include recipients of relief 
from other charities. Following the decision of the Board to accede to 
this request of the Central Council of Jewish Charities, the -Chairman 
said that a discussion was held at the offices of the Board. The result of 
their discussion had been placed before them. 

Miss H. M. SCHLESSINGER said that they had engaged a trained social 
worker as Registrar, who would become an official of the Board. She 
had been sent to Liverpool, where the best Register exists (that of the 
Liverpool Council of Voluntary Aid) for a week's training, by the kind 
permission of the Registrar there. She was now considered fully com- 
petent to start work. 

The recommendations of the Honorary Officers were agreed to. 

Col. F. D. SAMUEL reported the receipt of a number of legacies; 
donations in memoriam, and gifts. 

The annual meeting of the Board will be held on Monday, the 25th 
inst., at five o'clock. 

Annual Report. 

The following is an abstract of the seventicth annual report of the 
activities of the Board: 

The year 1928 has been a disappointing one for the Board, in that instead of 
® reduction in expenditure on relief it has been faced with a very considerable 
increase. ‘This has been due to the great trade depression and also to the large 
amount of minor illness that has been prevalent in the East End. It is evident 
that the Board must be prepared to face continued and increasing applications 
for relief. Some uninformed members of the Community have expressed the 
opinion that now that immigration has ceased, and that so much more is being 
done by the State and the Parochial authorities in the way of unemployment pay, 
pensions, etc., the Board should be saving money. Such people should attend 
one of the Relief rotas of the Board, aud see for themselves the trouble and 
distress that are at present existent. 

Last year 2.503 cases were helped, as against 2,448 in the previous year, 
while cash expenditure in direct relief has risen by £3,750, of which about £1,500 
is. accounted for by increases in fixed and temporary allowances. The number 
of hew cases that were dealt with by the Board in 1928 was 1,002 against 656 in 
1937, an increase of 346. Of these there were 428 medical and Invalid Children’s 
Aid Association cases as against 198 in 1927. This figure of 428 includes 223 
children aimitted to the Muller and other of the Board’s Homes, whose 
families did not seek any other form of relief. The amount spent in weekly 
allowances bas risen from £15,105 to £16,036 and in temporary allowances from 
£3,905 to £4,526. Slackness of trade has decreased the incomes of relatives who 

reviousiy contributed to support the aged and infirm, with the result that the 
Board as had to shoulder the burden. It is satisfactory, adds the report, that 
in the world of Jewish charity signs are appearing of a desire for joint effort.

About Books. 


Sociology. 

“THe GHETTO,” by Mr, Louis Wirth (Cambridge University Press, 
15s.), originated in an investigation of the ghetto district of Chicago, 
The attempt to understand the life in that area, however, soon led to 4 
re-definition of the subject into the form in which it is here presente, 
Having started with the study of a geographical area, the author foun! 
himself examining the natural history of aninstitution and the psychology 
ofa people. The ghetto seems to have been originally a place in Venice, 
a quarter of the city in which the first Jewish settlement was located 
It became, in the course of time, an institution recognised in custom an 
defined inlaw. It became, in short, not merely the place in which Jew: 
lived, but the place in which they were compelled to live. The walls of tha: 
ghetto have long since crumbled, but the ghost of the ancient institution 
lingers. It is still a haven of refuge for the masses of the Jewish people, and 
still imposes upon them something of the ancient isolation. The ghetto ha: 
been the centre of much that may be described as sectarian and provincia 
in Jewish life. It has put its imprint, not only upon the manners of th: 
Jew but upon his character. Itis the interaction of this culture of th: 
ghetto and that of the larger gentile community outside, involving the 
more orless complete participation of Jews in both worlds, that is the 
source of most that is problematic and enigmatic in the situation of the 
Jew. And soit bas turned out that this endeavour to investigate, in its 
more permanent aspects, one of the typical local areas of the Chicago 
urban community, has led tothe exploration of one of the most funda. 
mental problems in sociology. Mr. Wirth lays bare the rich inner life 
behind the drab exterior of the ghetto, the colourful personalities and thei: 
conflicts as they encounter the cold impersonal world outside. His 
book is a natural history of the Jewish immigrant colonies from modern 
American cities back to the mediwval ghetto. Mr. Wirth contends that, 
contrary to what is generally believed, the segregation of the Jews was 
voluntary in origin and became formalised by law several centuries later. 
And the Jewish ghetto persisted, even after the legal compulsion for it 
had ceased. Ghetto life has left significant physical, social and psychic 
traces upon the Jews. ‘The author shows how the economic status of the 
Jews of to-day, the characteristics of the Jewish mind and personality all 
bear the impress of the social isolation of the ghetto. This study is very 
well done, and is marked with a certainty of touch and convincing 
restraint of manner, 


Politics. 

“THe JEWS AND OTHER MINOR NATIONALITIES UNDER THE SOVIETS,” 
by Mr. Avrahm Yarmolinsky (Vanguard Press, New ‘York, 50 cents), 
presents a clear picture of the nationality question inherited from the 
Kussian Empire, contrasting the former Tsarist attitude toward the minor 
nationalities with the present Soviet policy of self-determination for all 
groups. The author examines to what extent the objectives of liberty, 
fraternity and equality of all peoples have brought about a new political, 
economic and cultural awakening. He deals with the questions whether 
the Jews in Russia have found a promised land under the Soviets, 
whether they now live peaceably and enjoy the rights and privileges of 
anew citizenship anywhere in the country, and whether there is any 
discrimination against the Jews, or against any of the formerly oppressed 
peoples of the Russian Empire. The author has had access to the 
unpublished reports of the representatives of the American Jewish Joint 
Distribution Committee, as well as the draft in manuscript of a portion 
of the voluminous history of this organisation, which, when compieted, 
will be a work of first importance. 


Benn's Sixpenny Library. 


Recent additions to “BENN’S SIXPENNY LIBRARY” (Ernest Benn) 
include “ Buddhism ” by Mr. Kenneth Saunders, “A History of Western 
Europe, 1453-1789 " by Sir Charles G. Robertson, “Church and State in 
England since the Reformation ” by Mr. Norman Sykes, and “ X-Rays 
and Radium” by Mr. V. E. Pullin. Each volume in this excellent series 
presents in popular language an attractive summary of scientific and 
literary discoveries written by experts, and includes a select bibliography 
of the subject.

“HOMES OF THE PSALMS,” by Mr. Stacy Waddy (S.P.C.K., 6s.), is a 
contribution to the original meaning and structure of the Psalms, 
illustrated by the surroundings in which they were first used. The 
author gives a short account of the way in which his book came to be 
writtep. He was in Palestine for nearly seven years, in peace and war. 
He lived in constant sight of the holy places, and in daily touch with the 
people whose life still reproduces much of the life of Bible times. He 
was always on the look-out for scenes aud phrases that illustrated the 
Bible. It was a fascinating hobby in a busy life. It is greatly to be 
regretted that he has spoilt what might otherwise have proved a 
valuable contribution by tacking on to his treatment an adaptation of 
his theme to the special needs of Christian Missionaries, 


Archeology. 

“THe EXCAVATIONS AT UR AND THE HEBREW RECORDS,” by Mr. C. 
Leonard Woolley (Allen and Unwin, paper Is., cloth 2s.), is the Arthur 
Davis Memorial Lecture delivered before the Jewish Historical Society 
on April 22nd, 1928. There is a Foreword by Dr. M. Gaster, and After- 
words by Mr. Herbert M. Adler, Mr. Lucien Wolf and Dr. Redcliffe N, 
Salaman. Mr. Woolley wears his scholarship and achievements lightly. 
He charms greatly by the modesty of his narrative and the ease and 
lucidity of his style. He intensifies the value and fascination of his dis- 
eoveries by his attractive manner of interpretation and sympatheti¢ 
learning.

MISCELLANY. 


The Honours List includes three corgligionists who have performed 
eminent public services in tota:ly different parts of the world. Knight. 
hood has been conferred upon Mr. Albert Levy, of London ; Mr. Danie! 
Levy, of Sydney, N.S.W.; aod Mr. Manasseh Meyer, of the Straits Settle. 
ments. Mr. Albert Levy receives his Knighthood in recognition of his 
philanthropic labours on behalf of the Royal Free Hospital, Gray's Inn 
Road, and to which I referred in this column in the issue before last. He 
is at present cruising in his yacht in the Mediterranean, but I understand 
he is shortly expected back in London, and will be here for the Investi- 
ture to be held towards the end of this month. 


Mr. Daniel Levy is a prominent member of the Sydney community. 
He is a barrister by profession and was at one time a journalist. By 
sheer hard work he made his name in the Legislative Assembly of New 
South Wales, and for some years has held the honoured post of 
Speaker of the Assembly. He does not perhaps exactly represent our 
idea of a Speaker as the beau ideal of dignity, but appearances do not 
count so much in democratic Australia as they do in this country. He is 


a great educationalist, and in addition to being President of the Trustees 


of the New South Wales Library, he is a fellow of the Senate of Sydney 
University. Mr. Manasseh Meyer is the lay leader of the Jewish com- 
munity in the Straits Settlements, and is one of the foremost in 
charitable services in that valuable possession of the Empire. 


Sir Philip Sassoon has organised an exhibition of old English silver at 
his magnificent town house, 25, Park Lane, in aid of the funds of the Royal 
Northern Hospital, Holloway Road, of which he is Treasurer, a post 
which his late father, Sir Edward Sasoon, held before him. Immense 
interest is being taken in the Exhibition, and as the Queen, the Prince 
of Wales and the Duke of York are lending some of their finest pieces of 
plate, it is confidently anticipated that the funds of this very deserving 
charity will be rewarded with a substantial increase. Some of the most 
interesting specimens. of old English silver are now on view, the oldest 
piece being the fourteenth century drinking horn belonging to Corpus 
Christi College, Cambridge, where it has been installed since as far back 
as 1352. Sir Philip is a real live Treasurer of the Hospital, and whenever 
he can find time to escape from his exacting Parliamentary duties he 
never fails to pay a visit to the Institution. 


At the dinner given to him by the Eighty Ciub at Frascati’s last week’ 
the Marquis of Reading made the interesting announcement in acknow- 
ledging the toast of his health, that his speech was the first political 
deliverance he had made for sixteen years. A distinguished company of 
Liberals, including his son Viscount Erleigh, K.C. and Mr. Philip Guedalla, 
assembled to do him honour. 


Mr. Lionel Leonard Cohen, K.C., has not yet had time to make his name 
in the Courts, but since he has taken silk he has been responsible for assuring 
the Chancery Court that “the name Cohen is the Jewish equivalent of 
Smith.” Coming from the learned K.C., the pronouncement is appropriate. 


General Sir John Monash made a stirring speech at the recent 
unveiling of the cenotaph in St. Martin's Place, Sydney, which has 
just been completed as a war memorial. General Monash, who is one of the 
most modest and retiring of men, never refers to the great part he played 
in the war, and if ever a man held his light underabushelitishe. Until 
recently few people knew that he was closely assoclated with Earl Haig 
in drawing up the strategic plan which crushed the Hindenburg Line, 
and which practically ended the war. 


The Censor has passed Ashley Duke’s dramatisation of “Jew Siiss,” and © 


it is more than probable that Mr. Matheson Lang will produce it at the 
Duke of York’s Theatre in the near future. If the play should prove as 
successful as the novel, Dr. Lion Feuchtwanger, to use a colloquialism, will 
be on velvet. In connection with this play there is a story going round 
that a man, with a slight knowledge of French, translated “ Jew Siiss ” 
into“ I am.” I cannot vouch for the veracity of the story, but in any 
case it is ben trovato. 


Miss Sybil Thorndike, the celebrated actress, has returned from 
South Africa full of praises for the reception she received from Jewish 
theatre-goers throughout her tour. Jewish audiences flocked to see her 
at Cape Town, Port Elizabeth, Johannesburg and Durban. They were 
impressed with her “Judith in Israel” but everything she presented seems 
to have found favour with her Jewish admirers. 8S» much did they take 
her to heart, that at Johannesburg, she was invited to distribute the 
prizes to the children of the Congregational Schools—a task she most 
cheerfully carried out. Miss Thorndike, like her husband Mr. Lewis 
Casson, is extremely fond of her Jewish friends. One of her first engage- 


ments by-the-by was given toher by Mr. Leon M. Lion in “The Chinese 
Puzzle.” 


There is a story told about Miss Thorndike that I must repeat here. 
During her production of one of the Greek plays in Holborn, she complained 
that there was a clergyman sitting in the front row who was fast asleep. 
An attendant went to awaken him and found he was not a clergyman 
but the great American-Jewish producer, David Belasco, who affects 
the severe and ascetic style of dress of the cleric and looks more like a 
man of the cloth than of the stage.

ares MR. LUCIEN WOLF ON “ANTI-SEMITISM.” 


JURISPRUDENCE SOCIETY LECTURE. 

ie Z. Lat TERPACHT. lect ireT im International Law at the London 
School of Economics, read a Paper on “ Problems of the Laws of War in 
Jewish Law” at a meeting of the Society for Jewish Jurisprudence held on 
Thursday of last week, in Lecture Room A, King’s Bench Walk, Inner Temple. 
Mr. R. FE. L. Vavewan-Wittsams, K.C., one of the Vice-Presidents, presided. 

Dr. LAUTERPACHT said that the object of his Paper was a double one. 
He intended to consider, in the first instance, certain Mosaic rules of warfare, 
especially as found in the 20th chapter of Deuteronomy. They were the 
result of clash and compromise between a religious war of conquest and the 
moral teachings of the Bible. The second object of the lecture was to consider 
the Jewish conception of voluntary wars and wars of command MOMID) 
and its possible influence on the conceptions 
of bellum justum and belliom injustum in international law, one of the most 
important and by no means obsolete notions of the law of nations. Apart 
from the e-called wars against the seven nations where the general cherem 
was to a large extent part of the religious cult, the conduct of war and the 
treatment of the enemy by the Israelites showed a degree of humanity which 
was in keeping with the spirit of the Ten Commandments and which con- 
stituted a break with the ancient practice of atrocity in the conduct of war. 
Here belonged, for instance, the duty to offer Peace before proceeding to war, 
a duty which extended both to voluntary wars and wars of command (Grotius, 
Boak | 1, Chap. xii, iii, 4, of ‘‘ De jure belliac pacis.” Inan examination of the 
treaty with the Gibeonites, Joshua lent in this matter his support to 
Ramban and Maimonides. In this category should also be included the 
rules as to besieging a city from three sides only and the prohibition to cut 
down fruit trees or to withdraw from the beleaguered the supply of water. 

The distinction between voluntary wars and wars of command was 
contained in the Bible, although the terminology itself had its origin in the 
Talmud. It was known from Talmudical source to John Selden, who dis- 
eussed it in detail both in his “ De jure nature et gentium apud disci plinam 
Hebreowrum and_in Synhedriis Hebreorum.’ The Church Fathers and the 
Spanish scholastic writers from whom the founders of international law took 
over this distinction, referred to the Biblical rather than to the Talmudical 
source. Thus they found references to the Israelite wars of command in the 
works of St. Augustine, St. Thomas Aquinas, Victoria, Vasquez, and Suarez. 
Although the distinction was originally of a merely formal character, its 
ethical function was established both by the command of milder practices 
and by .the rule regarding the approval of seventy-one members ‘of the 
Sanhedrin in cases of voluntary war. And the discussion at the end of the 
eighth chapter of Sotah showed the beginnings of a distinction between wars 
of aggression and preventive wars. It was left to Maimonides to elevate 
the distinction to the dignity of a moral precept by including in it wars of 
se'f.defenee.

North London Jewish Club. 


RLE-CONSECRATION OF PREMISES. 

The Hou. Mrs. Walter Levy re-opened the North London Jewish 
lub, 240a, Amburst Road, on Sunday, as the Headquarters of the 2nd 
Battalion (London Regiment) of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. Among those 
present were Lord Swaythling, Sir Frederic and Lady Nathan, Sir Max 
Bonn, Rabbi Harris Cohen, Miss Nettie Adler, J.P., Col. E. M. Halsted 
(the Brigade Commandant), Messrs. E, M. Joseph, I1.M. Lion, E. Royalton- 
Kisch, Gustave Tuck, M. Schiffand I. Landau. 

Rabbi Harris COHEN read Psalms 30 and 127, and a special prayer. 

Sir MAX BONN said that the valued services rendered to the Brigade 
by Sir Frederic Nathan, Mr. Halsted, Mr. E. M. Joseph and others, were 
well known. In recounting how the Club had come into the hands of the 
Brigade, he said that before the war, it had been established forthe needs 
of the local boys and girls, and it had been carried on for some years. 
Difficulties arose, however, and in consequence of lack of support, 
insufficient funds, and shortage of workers, it was felt that the Club would 
have toclose. A former member of the Brigade had become the owner 
of the building, and had given it to the Brigade as a headquarters for a 
period of years. 

The Hon. Mrs. Levy said that the sum of £1,900 had been spent 
in repairing the building, and about £900 had still to be raised. To 
maintain the Club as a Jewish centre in the district would cost about 
£800 per annum, and she appealed to the local Community for support. 

Mr. E. M. HALSTED said that the people in the district had expressed 
their regret that the work of the old girls’ and boys’ club had been 
terminated, but he could assure them that the girls and the Guides 
would be allowed part of the building on Sundays. They desired the 
Club to bea real Jewish centre in the neighbourhood. The work done 
in organising the club by Mr. Harold M. Lion, was enormous, and as 
Commandant of the Brigade, he wished to pay a high tribute to him, 
and to Mr. B. Bernberg, the Hon. Secretary. 

Other speakers were Miss Nettie Adler, Sir Frederic Nathan, Mr. E, 
Roy alton Kisch, Mr. M. Schiff, and Mr. A. C. Bossom. 

The Architect of the building, which has been made a modern boys’ 
elub, is Mr. R. J. Hersch, an officer of the Brigade. In the evening a 
concert was given by the “ Queries Concert Party.” The Commanding 
Officer expressed his thanks to the artists, and to his officers, Major L. M, 
Sharp, and Capts. Polak, Pinto and G. B. Joseph.

On Tuesday, at the City Literary Institute, Mr. Lucien Wolf delive, 
an address on “ Anti-Semitism,” one of the series of lectureson" A Sury. 
of Jewish History and Literature,” held under the jcint auspices of t), 
Jewish Historical Society and the Literary Institute. Mr. J. M. Tf 
was in the chair. 

Mr. Wolf, inthe course of his address, said that Jewish emancipation 
was scarcely a quarter of a century old when it found itself threatened 
by @ formidable agitation, which, under the pretentious name of «a: 
Semitism, played a sensational part in the domestic politics of 
all the leading countries of Europe. The origin of the movement 
was obscured by the controversies to which it gave rise. Ils 
extreme section of the anti-Semites declared that it was the result @ 
a racial struggle—an incident of the eternal conflict between Europe arms 
Asia. IJeligious prejudices reaching back to early history had becn 
re-awakened by the anti-Semitic agitation. Anti-Semitism, said \r. 
Wolf, was exclusively a question of European politics, and its origin was 
to be found, notin the long struggle between Europe and Asia, or between 
the Church and the Synagogue, but in the social conditions resulting 
from the emancipation of the Jews in the middle of the 19th Century, 
The movement, added the lecturer, took its rise in Germany and Austria. 
In 1874, Wilhelm Marr, an obscure Hamburg journalist, published a 
sensational pamphlet entitled “Der Sieg des Judenthums fiber das 
Germanthum.” It applied to the Jewish question a theory of nationality 
which, under the sponsorship of Hegal, had seized on the minds of the 
German youth. The Conservative and Ultramontane press rang with the 
sins of the Jews, and an anti-Semitic League was founded in Berlin and 
Dresden. In 1880-1881, Jews were boycotted and insulted, and duels 
between Jews and anti-Semites, many of them fatal, became of daily 
occurrence. Mr. Wolf also referred to the serious effects of German 
anti-Semitic teachings on the political and social life of the countrics 
adjacent to the Bmpire—Russia, Austria, and France ;.to the terrible 
pogroms in lussia, resulting in protest meetings all over the world; to 


-the Dreyfus Case, and the subsequent vindication of Dreyfus’s honour; 


to the Blood libel agitations; and to the anti-Semitic movement in 
Roumania and | rance.

SPECIAL MEETING OF MEMBERS. 

Tarbulent scenes marked a special meeting convened by a sub-Com. 
mittee of the members of the Synagogue, Harley Street, of which Mr. 
[. Heller is Chairman, held at the New Imperial Ballrooms, Cottage 
Grove, Bow, on Sunday last. The mecting was called to enquire into the 
balance-sheets from 1924-27 and the procedure at the last general election. 

The Chairman, Mr, I. HELLER, said they were not satisfied with the 
administration of thé Synagogue since its opening. The last election, he 
said, had not been satisfactorily conducted. 

Mr. FINE then read correspondence between Mr. Heller, the United 
Synagogue, the Committee of the Harley Street Synagogue and fir 
Robert Waley Cohen. ; 

The Chairman continuing said that they had been compvlled to hold 
the meeting in that hall instead of at the Synagogue because the Com- 
mittee of the Synagogue contended that they were out of order in calling 
the meeting. 

Mr. ROSENZWEIG maintained that the last election had not becn 
carried out constitutionally. 

Mr. LAask asked for the resignation of t he Synagogue Committee. 

Mr. BERRICK said they had a balance-sheet given them starting from 
1924.

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER said it would be recalled that in June last a 
Conference was called by the nai Brith to consider the question of 
establishing a Jewish Adult Education Association, which he attended on 
behalf of the War Memoria! The main work of the proposed Association 
would be to systematise Jewish A cult Education and to arrange con 
tinuous courses of studies and lectures on Jewish subjects. 4 Sub-Corm-

The CHAIRMAN said that they could only interest themselves ip an 
association of that kind ifit was for the purpose of studying Jewish subjects 
from a religious point of view. ‘This new body was seeking recognition 
by the Board of Education. which could not assist religious te aching. The 
War Memorial had no interest in secularised Judaism. He suggested 
that a letter be sent to the B nai Brith in the following terms: 


The War Memorial can only give support toobjects which definitely aim at 
promoting Jewish religious education

The Gramophone as Melamed. 

A letter was read from tiie Rev. S. H. Morris, of Liverpool, in which 
he sugcested t' at a good way of simplifying and popularising the teaching 
of the Haphitorot would be to have gramophone records made of each 
Haphtorah, and a separate record could be ma '‘e of the Blessings. He 
aiso gave details of the cost of making such records, and suggested that 
if the Central Committee for Jewish Education approved of the Scheme 
his rendering shonid be recorded. 

Without discussion the Committee rejected the proposal, asit did not 
think that a gramophone record mentioning the name of God should be 
played anywhere and everywhere by anyone. The Chairman said that 
that method of teaching Hebrew did not commend itself as being suitable. 

It was reported that the Educational Conference would be held on 
Sunday and Monday, July 14th and 15th (two days preceding the Confer 
ence of Anglo-Jewish Preachers) at Absa House, 46, Commercial Road 
ithe Conference Hall of the Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham). 
It was also reported that the third thousand copies of the school edition 
of the Holy Scriptures had been disposed of, and a fourth thousand had 
been purchased. Each thousand copies requires a subvention of £25. 
This had already been obtained forthe fourth thousand. 

Mr. HERBERT ADLER said it was hoped shortly to issue a special 
school edition of the Book of Psalms. It was intended to approach the 
Jewish Publication Society of America for the sheets of their edition of 
the Psalms, which was already intype. Ifthese were obtained, then the 
generous offer of Mr. A. Biashki towards the cost of production would 
enable the Committee to sell the copies at 2d. each. 

The Rev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM suggested that it would be a very useful 
thing, especially for pupils in Talmud Torahs, if a cheap edition of the 
Book of Psalnis could be published in Hebrew and English. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Mr. Goldbloom’s suggestion was a very 
valuabie one, and he asked the Press specially to note it. He hoped that 
some generous person reading about this in the Press would come 
forward and help them in the direction indicated by Mr. Goldbloom. 


Area Committees. 

The DIRECTOR OF JEWISH EDUCATION presented reports of Classes 
he had visited in the Provinces. Speaking of his visit to Glasgow, he said 
that the Area Committee there had been reconstituted, and was now 
called the Glasgow Committee. Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches had promised to 
assist them, and he hoped to visit other neighbouring centres. While it 
was not necessary to reconstitute the Manchester Area Committee, which 
was doing very good work, he regretted to say that the Classes for the 
training of teachers there were not going well. A paid teacher for these 
Classes might have to be found. j

No. 487.—A Code of Rules for Non-Jews. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

So deeply rooted in Jewish thought is the conception that life m 
be governed by law that in the Jewish scheme of the universe prov isi, 
ie made for laws for non-Jews. The Bible, being regarded as of Divi) 
origin and expressly indicating the Divine will for human conduct, w» 
held to be the source also for the laws for the Gentiles as well as for 1! 
laws for the Jews. The total number of Regulations governing the | 
of the Jew became 613, but for the Gentile they were limited to 7. all «: 
them deduced from the pre-Sinaitic biblical records. 

According tothe old Hebraic conception, after the Flood the inhabitan: 
of the Ark took possession of the world. The descendants of Shem, Han 
and Japheth com posed the popuiation of the earth, including, of course, th. 
Jews who were ofthe family of Shem. But besides them there wer 
other Shemites (or, as they came to be called lIster, Semites). “Th, 
Children of Noah,” therefore, was the term used for describing non 
Jews: and for the. Children of Noah seven laws of Divine origin wer 
held to apply. Obedience to state authority was the first (7°s°t) 


It was 
helieved that without the all-pervading and all-dominating power of th: 
state, society would goto pieces. Needless to say, the conception of th: 
state in such a system of thought was rather that of paternal govern 
ment, wherein kingship was @ thing Divine and, therefore, deserving of 
honour. Practical Republic nism as we know it in our own time would 
have appeared strange indeed to the Rabbis of the age of the Roman 
Imperium. 

The second commandment for the Children of Noah was th: 
prohibition of blasphemy Ifthe King was to be respected, 
how much more the King of kings, who is God Himsetf. The 
third prohibition was against the worship of idols (6159) : the fourt! 
condemned immorality (AT! Not to murder was the fifth 
(="93 ASHwW) : not to steal was the sixth (533): and not to eat flesh from 
a live animal the seventh (AM 7S ISN). 

It will be seen that this simple code consists of one positive and six 
negative precepts, which together form an elementary system of 
morality «with a strongly marked Jewish colouring. ‘Idol worship was 
wholly alien to the Jewish conception of life; perhaps the ancient 
Hebrews were quick to see the cruelty and the abominations which were 
associated with ancient idol worship. Its horrible wickedness was 


probably the excuse for the merciless treatment meted out to the 


inhabitants of Canaan, who were held by their worship of idols to have 
pulluted the land. 

In various places in the Talmud additions to these seven origina! 
commandments for the Children of Noah are met with, and 
it would seem that each of the additions was of local or temporary 
interest. Thus, witchcraft is condemned, and the mixing of the species, 
and the consumption of blood. Altogether the total reached thirty 
(M3933 Myo 1) but the seven enumerated above were 
regarded as those that were vital and fundamental. 

These seven commandments were deduced from passages for the 
most part in the Book of Genesis. Let a few illustrations suffice. The 
seventh on the list was held to be clearly stated in God’s ordinance 
to Noah and his sons: “Only flesh with the life thereof, which is the 
blood thereof, shall ye not eat.” That murder was acrime was evident 
from the words put into God's own mouth: “ Whoso sheddeth man's 
blood by man shall his blood be shed.” Theft, too, might find its con 
demnation in a natural feeling thatit is wrong; yetthe Rabbis deduced 
it from the controversy between Abraham and Abimelech: “And Abrabam 
reproved Abimelech because of the well of water which Abimelech’s 
servants had violently taken away.” So, too, with immorality; it was 
not difficult matter.to deduce this prohibition from God's message to that 
same Abimelech: “ Behold thou shalt die because of the woman whom 
thou hast taken, for she is a man’s wife.” 

For Israel a difficult code was prescribed. To live according to the 
Divine ordinances, while it afforded spiritual joy, was ho easy task ; and 
the Gentile who desired admission to the fold of Israel “as strictly 
admonished to weigh carefully the nature of the religious duties he would 
have to shoulder. He had only seven ordinances to obey; the Jew had 
613. A large-hearted principle, full of tolerance and consideration, found 
currency among Jews, It was to this effect—t at all who accept the 
seven Laws for the Children of Noah and are at pains to observe them.

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attitude that she alone was in possession of salvation; the Jews pro 
claimed the view that all men if only they accepted the seven com- 
mandments for the Children of Noah could share in salv«tion. Down to 
our own time Jews assert in their prayers twice daily that God is good to 
all, “and his tender mercies are over all His works.” It would seem that 
this is an old tradition in Israel dating back at least tothe time of Solomon 
who. when he dedicated the First Temple, prayed that even if Gentiles 
came to pour out their beart to God in the holy sanctuary, their prayers 
might be heard. 

From this point of view Jewish teachers have always regarded those 
who professed Christianity and Islam as being included among the 
Children of Noah. This was self-evident, since both Christians and 
Moslems recognised the seven commandments for the Children of Noah, 
and kept them: Accordingly both Christi+us and Moslems would be 
described legally in a Jewish State as Ri sident Strangers, and as such 
eould count on receiving considerate treatment. It was definitely laid 
down that Resident Strangers should not be taken advantage of either 
socially or in business. They were not to be cheated : wages due to 
them might not be kept overnight ; they were not to be assigned a habita 
‘tion in an unbealthy position or near the frontier, but rather in a 
favourable situation in the midst of the Jewish country, in a place where 
the earning of their livelihood would not be interfered with. 

Legislation of this quality compares strangely with that meted out 
to Jews in the Middle Ages in most Christian countries. In the Middle 
Ages, the Church officially aimed at uniformity. of belief. If you were 
not a Christian, not only was your personal salvation in question but you 
were made to feel your inferiority as @ second class citizen The world 
has grown wiser since then; the Liberalism of the eighteenth century 
has at last succeeded in establishing the recognised principle that a man 
may be a good citizen and yet not be a member of the dominant religion. 
Indeed, in many countries, the very conception of a State religion is some. 
thing strange and somewhat antediluvian. Good citizenship has nothing 
to do with any particular form of religion, and many religions may 
produce good citizens. ° Yet in some quarters, even in our own time, the 
old medieval conception still persists. One can imagine, for example, 
how a Jew wou d be treated socially, say, in a Cathedral city in the South 
or West of England. It is conceivable that he would be cold-shouldered. 
Jewish social ethics are entirely different. The Jew admits a good man, 
whatever his origin or his creed, into his Heaven,and he associates with him 
onearth. He iseven ready to accept gifts for the synagogue from non. 
Jews, and a medieval Jewish writer laid down a canon of condyct which 
must win admiration from all people of goodwill. “It is manners,” he 
says, “to call to every man, including also the non-Jew, who 
is at work on something, ‘May you be happy in your work.’” Further. 
more, because Jews recognise goodness wherever they find it, they 
have not attempted and do not attempt to“ missionize.” In the Jewish 
economy of thought provision is made for Jew and non-Jew alike and, if 
each does his duty faithfully, the one is as good as the other. Both may 
share in Divine bliss, and there is therefore no need, in the Jewish view, 
to convert Gentiles to Judaism. If some zealous Christians were to 
learn this lesson, the world woul! be rid of an intolerable nuisance. 

The Jews have accepted a principle which is one of the basic rules 
f communal conduct in the Diaspora, that the law of the land must be 
obeyed (N3°% IDI Even when special anti-Jewish laws 
were p:ssed, even when the Jew had to pay heavier dues than the non.

ject .of the Haphtorah for Sabbath Shekalim. A somewhat fuller and 
clearer account of these matters is to be found in the chapter of Chronicles 
already quoted. Joash planned to repair the: temple at Jerusalem. the 
temmple of the Lord, which had fallen into decay during the prevalence 
of Baal worship. He ordered the priests and Levites to go to the towns ot 
Judah and collect from all Israel money sufficient to keep the Temple ot 
their God in repair year by year. But the Levites neglected the tas) 
imposed upon them by the king. The priests accepted money from th: 
public, without devoting it to the repair of the House of God. then, by 
order of the king, a box was made and placed outside the eatrance of the 
temple.

Prociataation was made throughout Judah and Jerusalem that 
the tax, levied by Moses, the man of God on Israel in the wilderness wa« 
to be paid in to the Eternal. -Lhe nobles and the nation all rejoiced 
they paid the tax. casting the money into the box until it 
was fnil. Whenever the Levites brought the box for the king's 
inspection and it was found that there was a large sum of money in it, 
the king's secretary and the high priest's officeremp ied the box and put 
it in its place again. This was done day after day. Plenty of money 
was gathered together. The king and Jehoida handed it over to thos 
who had charge of the work in the House of the Lord Masons and 
carpenters were hired to restore the House of the Lord. as well as 
workers ip iron and brass to repair the House of the Lord. The work 
mco toiled tril the repairs were com pleted, tiil they had restored thie 
Temple of God to its former condition and stability. When they had 
finished they brought the rest of the money before the king and Jehoida.

This account is an appropriate reading for the first of the four special 
sabbaths that precede Passover: 


The observance of SPW MSW is a reminder that in ancient Palestin« 
the half-Shekel contribution to defray the; expenses of the Temple was 
collected as from the first day of the menth of Adar in each vear. For 
this reason and because of its warning of the coming of the spring Festival, 
it seems a fitting time to press home the claims of our religious activities 
to the support of the community. There devolves on the Israelite of th: 
Diaspora, no less than on those who enjoved the po-session of the Holy 
Land and Temple in bygone days, the duty of supporting the House of 
the Lord and repairing its dilapidations. Winter-time makes its natura! 
appeal to those other causes of charity and -kindliness to which 
our people on the whole respond so generously. The coming of spring may 
be used as a timely reminder of the sacrifices that may be necessary 
if the solemn acts of worship and of prayer are to be. conducted 
inder suitable conditions and in fitting surroundings. It was King David. 
who remarked on the contrast that would be offered if he “dweit ina 
house of cedars, and the ark of the covenant of the Lord remained 
under curtains.” It may wel! be a matter for reflection as to whether 
the contribution we make towards the upkeep of God’s House is at al! 
commensurate with the amount we expend on our own “ house of cedars.” 
‘The Shekels has pe rbhaps become a term of reproach to Israel, because it 
has represented a selfish gathering together of fands for private use. It 
should have been the title of a seif imposed tax for the glory of God and 


the honour of His House. lhe repairing of dilapidations may take us 


further even than structural alterations. It may call for other workers 
besides masons and carpenters and workers in iron and in brass. The 
call can be responded to only by. those “ 


who have set their affection on 
the House of their God.” 


Once it is set there, we shall not fail to find 
within the walis of the sanctuary, to the beautifying of which we have 
set our hands, a further inspiration. “And they that shall be of thee, 
shall build the old waste places: thou shalt raise up the foundations of 


former generations. And thou shalt be called the repairer of the breach, 
the restorer of paths to dwell in.”

The Old Berlin Ghetto.

The last rempapts of the old Berlin Ghetto, two small houses in the 
Jadengasse, left almost untouched since the time when the so-called 
Judenhot was the only safe refuge for the Jews, haVe disappeared this 
week. They were demolished as a result of the order of the City Council 
to clear up the siums of the North East of Berlin. 

It seems incredible that less than one hundred years ago there was 
in Berlin a Jewish ghetto and that the special gates near the “ Hallisher 
Tor” were the only entrance to the city from the crowded little Jewish 
quarter. 

The old compulsory ghetto hak now disappeared, but in its near 
neighbourhood, around Grenadierstrasse and Dragonenstrasse, a pew 
ghetto, a voluntary one, is growing from day to day. 


Press Campaign in Vienna against Shechita. 


Wild Allegations. 


In connection with the International Congress of Societies for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, opening in Vienna early in May, a 
vigorous anti-Shechita campaign has been started by the anti-Semitic 
Swastika Press. The allegation is that large numbers of Jcows have 
joined these societies in various countries in order to nullify the world. 
wide movement for humanising animal slaughter, and so protect the 
Jewish slaughtering method, which the Anti-Semitic Press describe as 
a disgrace to the twentieth century. 

This time, however, the papers say. the Congress delegates will 
throw off Jewish influence and beat down the moral hypocrisy of the 
defenders of Shechita, demanding its prohibition in a formal resolution. 


Anti-Semitic Crime Wave in Russia. 
“I Killed Him Because He Was a Jew.” 


[From our Correspondent— Oscow. | 


At Pskoff, a Russian worker vamed Trofimoff killed a Jewish 
fellow. worker, Bolshbeminikoff, in the presence of five young Communists 
who did not intervene. When questioned, Trofimoff replied: “I killed 
him because he was aJew.” Inquiry bas established that the dead man 
had been persecnted for some time by other workers at the metal factory, 
but that the Communist authorities refused to attend to his complaints. 
Trofimoff is now excluded from the Communist Party, and the police 
have arrested two members of the party for taking a share in the 
persecution. At the local Young Communist League, many members 
justified the murder, and Trofimoff himself maintains from prison that 
there was nothing extraofdinary in a Kussian killinga Jew. 

A meeting of Jewish workers of the factory, while severely censuring 
the crime urged Jews to continue to support the Communist regime and 
the Jewish colonisation schemes. A big demonstration was arranged by 
the Soviet officials at Bolsheminikoff’s funeral; big posters were carried 
denouncing anti-Semitism as counter-revolutionary. ° 

A secret organisation of anti-Semitic workers, discovered at Trotsk. 
had for its object the arrangement of pogroms. Its members have been 
guilty of ill-treating their Jewish fellow-workers at a factory and arrests 
have been made. 

In the presence of some 1,500 coal miners, the public trial of a 
number of anti-~emitic workers was held at Rostov-on-the-Don. The 
workers were charged with persecuting the Jewish miners, and witnesses 
testified not only in support of the charges but also against the Workers’ 
(pion which failed to protect the Jews. .Two workers were expelled 
from all workers’ organisations and two others were severely reprimanded.

and fought on, even when Zionism was looked upon as a chimera, They can 
congratulate themselves that they have achieved something which was 
considered by many non-Jews, and even by some Jews, impossible and 
extravagant. Until the Zionists stirred up the conscience of the civilised 
world. it was considered quite becoming, suitable, proper and decent to treat 
the idea of Jewish Nationalism with sheer contempt, 

Colonel Wedgwood’s scheme will undoubtedly be a blessing in more ways 
than one. Firstly, it will enlighten the English people that a Mandatory is 
not a makeshift affair and that a Jewish National Home means what it says 
without any twisting and turning of some morbid minds as to its definition. 
Secondly, the League will spe ak the truth in the spirit of truth and tell the 
British people that there must exist a feeling of brotherhood with the multitude 
of the suffering Jewish people and that the profit of it will be profitable for 
both parties. Thirdly, the scheme will fill the Zionists with pride and 
confidence and it will help them to double and treble their energy to go ahead 
with the building of the Jewish National Home. Fourthly, the League will 
vive the coup de grace to all antagonists and to all half-hatched Zionists, 
What can bring comfort to the hearts of Jews more surely than the prospect 
of being partner with Great Britain in building the land of Israel ? 

How soothing and elevating were the words of Sir Martin Conway, M.P., 
when he said: “ My feeling is that a Jewish population filling Palestine, 
filling Transjordania, spreading away further to the East— such a Jewish 
population will always be a natural friend and ally of Great Britain.’ 1 have 
often asked the question: Where is there a nation on the face of the earth 
whom England can trust more certainly than the Jewish nation? But we 
still have Enclishmen like Mr. H. Wilson Harris, who, in an article in the 
Daily News, had the temerity to describe Colonel Wedgmood’s scheme as 
* a dangerous Palestine plan.’ 

To the unprejudiced mind, Colonel Wedgwood’s idea must appear 
divine, «sit is sure to exert on both the British people and the Jews, a power 
for the eventual happiness of mankind. On November 7, 1918, Colonel 
Weiewood wrote,to me: “ The Jewish Nation is at last safe .... The 
Seventh (Pelestine) Dominion League will verify his statement. 1, therefore, 
from the depth of my heart, wish the League success.

League of Nations and Palestine. 
> 
MANDATES’ COMMISSION'S REPORT APPROVED. 


THE WALLING WALL AND ARAB CONGRESS DEMANDS, 


The meeting of the Council of the League of Nations, which opened «: 
Geneva on Monday, approved without discussion the Report of the Permanen' 
Mandates Commission on its fourteenth Session held in November. Th» 
Report dealt with the protests by Jewish Communities throughout the world 


. against the incidents which occurred at the Wailing Wall on the Day of 


Atonement and with the demand of the Palestine Arab Congress for the 
establishment of a democratic parliamentary system of government in 
Palestine. 

Apart from the petition on the Wailing Wall question submitted by the 
Zionist World Organisation in its capacity as the Jewish Agency, forty-four 
petitions from Zionist, Agudist, and other Jewish bodies in Palestine, Poland, 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, France, Belgium, Holland, Italy, Bulgaria, Greece. 
Canada, and Mexico, are listed in the Report. The Board of Deputies of 
British Jews, the protest mass meeting organised by the English Zionist 
Federation at the Kingsway Hall, and other Anglo-Jewish bodies, addressed 
their resolutions to the British Government, and the Union of Orthodox 
Rabbis in the United States and Canada and other Jewish bodies in America 
addressed their resolutions to the Palestine Government. 

Mr. Hsatmar Procors, the Finnish Minister for Foreign Affairs, who 
was appointed this years Rapporteur on Mandates questions, said in his 
address introducing the Report on the Wailing Wall question: “ The Per. 
manent Mandates Commission, while regretting the incidents that have taken 
place, has noted with great satisfaction that the Palestine Government ha« 
already approached both parties with a view to facilitating an agreement. 
It hopes that the Mandatory Power will thus succeed in allaying public 
feeling and that neither party will, through unreasonable demands: or 
intolerant refusals, assume the responsibility of provoking public disturbances. 

Mr. Procope expleined that the Mandates Commission had considered 
only the petition submitted by the Zionist Organisation, and not the many 
other petitions received on the subject. On his proposal, the Council decided 
that the conclusions of the Mandates Commission on this question should be 
communiceted to all the other petitioners. 


A Very Delicate Matter. 

According to the minutes of the session of the Mandates Commission, 
which were issued simultaneously, the Chairman of the Commission. 
the Marquis Theodoli, in presenting the subject to the Commission at the 
meeting of November 8, explained that the Secretariat had received a con 
siderable number of communications from various countries concerning the 
incident at the Wailing Wall. As most of these communications were couched 
in very general terms and es, moreover, a much more detailed petition from 
the Zionist Organisation dealing with the same subject had been transmitted 
through the Mandatory Power, he hardly thought it necessary to have these 
documents distributed to the Commission or communicated to the Mandatory 
Power for its observations. Nearly all the letters and telegrams had been 
addressed to the organs of the League by various Jewish persons or organisa- 
tions, and contained. protests against the attitude of the Mandatory Powet 
or its officials, while one of them (a telegram from the Emir Chekib Arslan) 
protested against the alleged changes made by the Jewish population of 
Palestine in the status guo, and demanded that the latter be maintained. . 

He reminded the Commission that the matter was a very delicate one. 
The petition had been made by the Zionist Organisation, but he understood 
that the Jews who used the Wailing Wall were not Zionists. An incident 
had occurred on ground belonging to a Moslem Wakf. The Jews were accus- 
étomed to go to the Wailing Wall on Fridays and Saturdays to carry out their 
religious observances. On September 24, 1928, the police had removed a 
screen set up by the Jews in front of the Wall. The police had been warned, 
it would appear, by the Moslems on the day previously that such a screen 
would be erected. In view of the fact that the erection of such a screen was 
contrary to the practice which had been followed since the Mandatory had 
been in euthority in Palestine, the authorities of that Power had ordered the 
Jews to remove it. As they had refused to obey, the police had taken action. 

The Commission must now decide its attitude in regard to this matter. 
It could, perhaps, endorse the Mandatory Power's view that in removing 
the sereen, it had merely acted in accordance with the terms of the Mandate, 
and had preserved the status quo. The Commission could, he thought, at 
any rate express its regret at this occurrence, 


An Artificial Agitation. 
Mr. Rarrarp thought that. the only action which the Permanent 
Mandates Commission could take would be to express its regret at the 
occurrence and its hope that the Mandatory Power would be able to reconcile 
the parties, while being careful to respect the various rights involved. The 
Commission must be very careful not to involve itself in any legal debate, for 
the matter of the rights of the Wailing Wall was complicated and had given 
rise to many disputes. 
Mr. Ortso wndered whether the agitation which had been aroused in 
connection with this incident was not a little artificial, The fact in itself did 
not seem to merit such a commotion. ‘* Have not the petitioners given way 
to the temptation to take advantage of the incident in order to press fdr a 
modification of the status quo?” he asked. 
Mr. Rapparp replied that, in view of the widespread and diffeging 
religious susceptibilities in Palestine, the agitation aroused by the incident 
had not surprised him,

Mr. Orts pointed out that telegrams and letters had been received from 
Jewish organisations all over the world, and this seemed to indicate concerted 
action taken on a given word of command rather than a spontaneous out burst 
of indignation. 

The CHarrnMan thought that, if this were the case, the responsible body 
was the Zionist Organisation. The protests received by the Commission 
from various parts of the world had all been worded in similar terms, if not 
identically, This would lead one to suppose that the protest had been 
organised. 

Lord Lvearp said that there were two distinet issues in the petition. First, 
the unwarranted use of the police and, secondly, an appeal to the Permanent 
Mandates Commission to use its good offices to secure for the Jews the free 
use of the Wailing Wall. With revard to the first point, the Jews had been 
duly warned but had not obeyed the order of the authorities, and this despite 
the fact that a previous warning had been issued in 1925 If the Mandatory 
Power had failed to enforce its order and to preserve what were admittedly 
Moslem rights, a Moslem riot, might have occurred. With regard to the 
second iasue, the Permanent Mandates Commission could not, of course, 
intervene as an advocate for the Jews, however much it might sympathise 
in their distress at this incident. ‘The Jews had admitted the Moslem rights, 
for they had actually tried to buy the Moslems out and had failed to do so. 
They could not possibly think that the Mandatory Power could expropriate 
the Moslems by force. 

Mr. Raprarp thought the petition might be the attempt of the Zionist 
Organisation to allay the suspicion of its lukewarm interest in religious 
matters entertained by Orthodox Jews who used the Wall. 

Mile. DANNEVIG pointed out that the riot had oceurred on the most 
solemn of all the feast davs of the Jews. This might explain the great agitation 
which had been aroused. 

Mr. Patactos supported Mr. Rapperd’s views. The Commission, he 
said, should express its regrets and its hopes that the Mandatory Power 
would find means to reconcile the parties. _ 

Mr. Van Rees agreed but pointed out that the petition stated that * the 
identical screen had been in use in the same position ten days previously, 
and without any. complaint or protest having been communicated to any 
Jewish authority.” This statement had not been contested by the Palestine 
Government. | 

Mr. Raprarp explained that the screen, being small and portable, might 
on that occasion have been easily overlooked by the Moslems. 


Local Authorities’ Tactlessness. 

Mr. Vas Rees said that the reading of the different documents had 
given him a very clear impression that the local authority in Palestine had 
not acted in this matter with sufficient wisdom and tact. The comments 
of the British Government showed that under the Turkish regime the use 
of screens on the site in front of the Wailing Wall had been forbidden in 1912, 
a veto which had undoubtedly been observed by the Jews who inhabited 
Palestine at that time. It seemed, however, that since then considerable 
changes had oceurred in th t country and thatthe local authorities showed 
more solicitude for the Jews then had been the case during the Ottoman rule. 
There had been in the meantime the Balfour Declaration, especially confirmed 
by the Mandate for Palestine, which accorded to the Jews a special legal 
position and sper ial lega! conditions, In view of this gTeat change, it might 
be asked if it were really inevitable on the day of the great pardon to have 
recourse to the Turkish method of force instead of trying to persuade the 


» Arabs not to oppose the erection of the temporary and portable screen, which 


would not have obstructed the right-of-way and which had been employed 
a few days previously, apparently without provoking any protestations on 
the part of the Arabs. The British Government justified the attitude of the 
local authority by referring to Article 13 of the Mandate. But did this 
justification not reveal a spirit of formality which was scarcely in harmony 
with the generally broad-minded views of the British nation, seeing that 
Article 13 clearly dealt with the maintenance of existing rights, and that it 
was scarcely admissible to infer from the temporary use of a screen and the 
placing of some chairs on another's property that an attempt was being made 
on the part of the Jews to infringe any right whatever? Mr. Van Rees in 
no way blamedthe action of the police, who had only carried out the competent 
authority's order. 

Mr. Mer.in said that for centuries the Wailing Wall had formed part 
of a mosque but was in. rmality the mins of the Temple of Solomen. The 
Jews went there at regular periods to lament the past glories of Israel. The 
Wall, however, and the space in front of it were Wakf property. In 1912, 
the Turkish Government had allowed the Jews to use the Wall for religious 
purposes, provided that no buildings or any material whatever were con- 
structed or plated near it. Ifthis imjunction were disregarded to the slightest 


extent, the whole arrangement fell to the ground. Therefore, even the 
introduction of a portable screen had definitely interfered with the rights of 
the Moslems. Jerusalem was a city containing many fanatics, and incidents 
of a violent nature had, in consequence, been frequent. The police, fearing 
a riot. had told the Jews to remove the screen. Meeting with a tacit refusal, 
they had acted with prudence and, he thought, with moderation, though they 
had not been able to prevent a riot. The Mandatory Power had stated that 
it had confined itself to maintain the status quo in accordance with the terms 
of the Mandate. Any incident occurring on Wakf property might be con. 
sidered by the Moslems to be an attempt at annexation. While the Mandatory 
Power must endeavour in all cases to maintain the status quo, in doing so 
incidents might occur. The authorities should not, therefore, remain inactive, 
but should do their best to reconcile the conflicting parties by all possible 
means, and in this instance the authorities in question did not appear to have 
done so. The petition, therefore, though not founded in law, should not be 
entirely rejected on that account. The Commission should urge the Manda- 
tory Power to do its utmost to reconcile the parties. 

Mr. Patactos added that it appeared that the order to remove the screen 
had not been formally given to persons enjoying real authority in the Jewish 
community. Lord Lugard entirely agreed with Mr. Rappard. The Com. 
mission should express its regret at the incident and its hopes that the efforts 
of the Mandatory Power to find a solution might prove successful. Dr. 
Kast! also expressed his agreement with Mr, Rappard and Lord Lugard. 


Democratic Government an Impossibility. 

With regard to the demand of the Palestine Arabs for the establish- 
ment of a democratic Parliamentary system of Government in Palestine, 
the Commission said: “ It feels bound to state that, as responsible for super- 
vising the enforcement of the principles and rules of the Covenant and the 
Mandates, it is not called upon to recommend any particular form of govern- 
ment in the mandated territories. It is for the Mandatory Power alone to 
determine the regime —— within the terms of Article 22 of the 
Covenant.’ 

In the course of the discussion on the petition from the Palestine Arab 
Congress, demanding the establishment of democratic Parliamentary Govern- 
ment, Professor Rarrarp said that under Article 2 of the Mandate, the 
Mandatory Power had assumed responsibility for establishing political, 
administrative and economic conditions of a nature to ensure the establish- 
ment of a national home for the Jewish race. The population of Palestire, 
however, was mostly Arab, and was opposed to the establishment of the 
Jewish national home. It was, in these circumstances, plain that, if a demo- 
cratic and Parliamentary Government were established in Palestine, its 
first action would be to abrogate the disposition foreshadowed in the Balfour 
Declaration. 

Dr. KastL thought that it would be incorrect, in point of fact, to say 
that democratic government was not stipulated in the Mandate. It was 
rather the reverse which seemed to be the case. 

Mr. Rarrarp emphasised the point that the Mandate absolutely excluded 
the democratic Parliamentary method of government of the territory by 
the inhabitants, since it conferred certain powers on the Mandatory, in 
regard tosthat territory, which were incompatible with the sovereignty of a 
free Government. If a free and democratic Government were installed, the 
powers of the Mandatory Government would disappear, and there would 
be a breach of the terms of the Mandate, | 


Women in Palestine Public Life. 


DANGER OF FLOUTING ORIENTAL PREJUDICE. 

On Monday, in the House of Commons, Col. WEDGWOoD (Lab., New. 
castie-under- Lyme) asked the Secretary of State for the Colonies, whether 
he had ruled that the admission of women to the Palestine bar must be 
postponed; if so, why he gave this ruling; and whether any person or 


body resident in Palestine had raised any objection to women practising 


as lawyers, as doctors, as teachers, as inspectors, to women having a 
vote, or appearing in public unveiled. 

Mr. AMERY said: Yes, Sir. The matter was before me in 1926, when 
I decided, on the recommendation of the High Commissioner, that it was 
not desirable, in view of the conditions prevailing in Palestine, to proceed 
for the present with the question of the admission of women to legal 
practice in that country. I have not the material for dealing with all 
the various points raised in the last part of the question. When the 
question of the admission of women to legal practice came before the 
Palestine Advisory Council in 1920, it was strongly opposed by two 
Mahamedan members. 

Colonel WEDGWoop: Will he do what is in his power to beat down 
this Oriental attitude towards women ? 

Mr. AMERY : No, sir, we have an example in Afghanistan and other 
places of the undesirability of acting hastily in these matters.

Conditions on the Stock Exchange are of a decidedly uncertai), 
character. This is due to the fact that the monetary position |. 
generally considered to be serious. Everything at the present tin. 
depends on the course of the sterling exchange. It is feared tha’ 
money will continue to be drawn to New York by the high rates rulin» 
there. At the same time it is believed that the rate of exchange 
indicates an unhealthy situation, and that gold withdrawals may) 
have to be reckoned with in the near future. Thus business in t}) 
stock markets is on a very restricted scale, and a feeling of nervousness 
prevails so that a dull tone is displayed in almost all directions. The 
unsettlement which is caused is reflected to a conspicuous extent in 
the gilt-edged section, where the course of events in America is_ being 
very closely watched with a certain measure of anxiety. In no depart. 
ment is there much disposition to enter into new commitments. Move- 
ments in the Anglo-American favourites are practically disregarded, 
and exercise little stimulating influence among industrials, the open 
account having been reduced to small dimensions. There are one or 
two individual bright features, but the tendency for the most part i 
hesitating with a trend to lower levels. Insurance shares and banks 
are reactionary. 

Cerebos Prosperity. 

Following upon an increase of £53,119 in net profit to £151,429 for the 
year to November 30, 1927, Cerebos, Ltd., has established a new high record 
for last year.

Damages for Personal Injuries.__In the King’s Bench Division, before 
Mr. Justice Avory and a special jury, damages of £1,700 for personal injuries 
received in @ motor-car accident in Finchley Road Jast April were awarded to 
Mr. Simon Harmel, of “ The Cot,” Finchley Read, Golders Green, against 
Mr. Txxopor Getpenc, of The Ridgeway, Golders Green. Mr. Harmel said 
that he was knocked down by Mr. Gelberg’s car, and as a result of his 
injuries, which included a fracture of the right leg and shoulder, he was unable 
to attend to his business in Hull arid Nottingham for five months. He sus- 
tained a heavy loss. Judgment was entered accordingly for £1,700 damages 
with costa. 


Libel Action Settled.—In the King’s Bench Division on Wednesday, 
a settlement was announced of the libel action which Mr. Morris Harold 
Davis, a member of the London County Council and of the Stepney 
Borough Council, brought against the CENTRAL News LTD. Mr. Norman 
Birkett, K.C., for Mr. Davis, eaid thet the news agency circulated a report 
alleging that he was guilty of a corrupt practice at a municipal election. 
Many newspapers published the report, and all had paid damages. There 
was never any truth in the report, and, as Mr. Davis had had his character 
fully vindicated and was not desirous of making money out of the matter, 
he had agreed to accept £150 and taxed costs. On behalf of the Central 
News, Mr. Croom-Johnson, K.C., said that the report was sent by some- 
one who used the name of one of their correspondents. They apologised 
as soon as they discovered their mistake, but had been unable to trace 
the sender. The Judge approved the settlement. 


The ‘* Cohens.”’"—In a case that came before Mr. Justice Clauson last 
week, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, one of the new Chancery K.C.'s, appeared for a 
client whose name was also Cohen. There was no relationship between them, 
Mr. Lionel Cohen informed the Judge. “The name,” he added, “is the 
Jewish equivalent to Smith.”’ | 


Moneylender’s Action Fails.__ Before Mr. Justice Wright, at the Manches* 
ter Assizes, the case was concluded in which Maurice SHarrrer, moneylender, 
of Higher Bridge Street, Bolton, sought to recover £1,200 on a promissory 
note from Mr. J. H. Bromilow, motor dealer, of Bank Street, Bolton. On 
the previous day two joint defendants, Percy Stafford and his wife Hilda, 
had consented to judgment against them for indebtedness to the plaintiff, 
and the defendant, who was alleged to havé been @ guarantor, was proceeded 
against alone. It had been shown that the defendant Stafford had had 
money transactions with the plaintiff. In the present instance the defendant 
had signed a promissory note as security, but he said it was then blank 
and also that he understood he was signing as a witness in the presence of 
Mrs. Stafford, whose husband was then away. Counsel for the plaintiff 
ridiculed the idea that an experienced business man like Mr. Bromilow could 
have thought he was signing asa witness. It wae in default of the continuance 
of weekly payments by the Staffords that the plaintiff under the conditions 
of the loan sted for the whole sum owing. Perey Stafford in his evidence, 
said that on his return from Edinburgh on July 12, 1926, he put his signature 
on the note on which were already the signatures of his wife and Mr. Bromiiow. 
Mr. Jackson, for the defence, urged that the terms of the loan amounted to 
interest at the rate of thousands per cent. perannum. He further contended 
that the signatare ofthe defendant Bromilow to the promissory note had been 
obtained by trickery and fraud. 

The Judge, in summing up, said that the case involved some serious 
issues. Here was a document—a duly stamped note—and prima facie the 
defendant was liable on his signature, but the defendant said he was not 
liable because he signed it as a blank piece of paper and as a witness only, 
and that he was told it was for £150. The real issue of fact which the jury 
had to decide was whether they believed the story of the plaintiff that the 
defendant signed the paper when it was duly filled up. The jury returned 
a verdict for the defendant. The Judge: That means that he is not liable 
on the promissory note’ The Foreman: Yes, Having given judgment for 
the defendant with costs, the Judge said he would order that the documents 
produced in the case be impounded, with a view to their being sent to the 
Public Prosecutor.

He was further instructed that actions 
were pending, and in the event of a successful issue there would be every 
possibility of the de bts being paid in full, in which case the present application 
would not be necessary, as the Court would-be asked to annul the proceedings. 
Sergeant Sullivan, K.C., said he appeared for the Jewish Colonial Trust, who 
were creditors for over £10,000, but he did not oppose the application for aa 
adjournment. No opposition was offered by counsel representing Mr. F. 8, 
Salaman, the trustee under the bankruptcy, and by consent of all parties the 
hearing was adjourned till June 6 next. 


A Broken Engagement.——At the Whitechapel County Court, Miss Clara 
Freedman, of 64, Grove Street, claimed from Morris Rasatrowrircs, of 
48, Rothschild Buildings, Whitechapel, the sum of £5 10s., under an award 
issued by the eth Din. The parties were engaged to be married two years 
ago. A diffi ulty arose, and they came before the Beth Din on November 4, 
when the defendant was orderd to pay to the plaintiff £150, at the rate of 10s. 
per week, the plaintiff to keep the ring. The engagement was broken off. 
The defendant paid one instalment, but had paid nothing since. Mr. Shuter, 
Secretary to the Beth Din, proved the award. The defendant admitted that 
he had been before the Beth Din, but denied ever having signed the sub- 
mission. Judge Claer: “But you must have signed, unless you are the one 
case in a thousand where a mistake has been made. My experience is that 
the Beth Din are most careful to conduct their proceedings properly.” Mr. 
Shuter pointed out that no cases are heard by the Beth Din unless the parties 
first sign a submission to arbitration. At the adjourned hearing last Friday, 
Mr. Shuter produced the submission book showing that the defendant had 
signed his name consenting to abide by the decision of the Beth Din. The 
defendant denied that that was his signature, whereupon Judge Cluer said : 
* That's right. you don’t mind saying anything so long as you think it will 
help you. lf ought to have you prosecuted for perjury, and I am sorry the 
law does not allow me to send you to prison at once for obvious perjury !"’ 
His honour gave judgment for the plaintiff for the amount claimed. 


Magistrate and Jewish Oath.—-Mr. Harry Leonarp Boston, managing 
director of Bostons (Ltd.), furriers, Fann Street, City, went into the witness 
box at the Guildhall to give evidence on behalf of his firm in answer to sum- 
monses for failing to stamp National Health and Unemployment Insurance 
cards. He repeated the words of the oath, holding one hand over his head, 
Alderman Sir Charles Batho: “Are you a member of the Jewish faith?” 
Witness: “ Yes.’ The Magistrate: “Then put your hat on and take tho 
oath in the preper form.” Mr, Boston then assumed his hat, and was re- 
sworn. He said that his firm had no clerical staff, and found it most difficult 
to keep the insurance cards up to date. The Magistrate: ‘Tens of thousands 
of people are similarly placed, but they do not complain. You will be fined 
£3 and a guinea costs on each summons, and that will amount, with the 
contributions vou have to pay, to £9 4s.” 


A Sausage Mystery.—At the City Police Court, Manchester, two Jewish 
men disputed a claim for a week’s wages. The defendant alleged that he 
gave the complainant a week's notice because the sausages he made were 
‘* putrid and customers sent along complaints in shoals.” The Stipendiary 
Magistrate asked how the sausages could be putrid if the ingredients were 
proper, and the defendant admitted that the question quite puzzled him. 
it might have happened as a result of bad mixing. The defendant said that 
if the case could be adjourned for an hour he would produce the putrid 
sausage, but the Stipendiary observed, “I am sure I don’t want to see it.” 
The complainant was awarded a week’s wages in lieu of notice. 


Son’s Unusual Request.—-Before the Belfast City Commission, 
SanpLer, a Jew, who had been charged with stealing drapery goods, worth 
£20, from his father, Elias Sandler, of Canning Street, said: “ I want to be 
convicted of this offence, as in that case my father will get back his goods. 
The Customs officials in Dublin told me that he would get them only if I was 
convicted.” The property, it was stated, was taken from his father’s house 
by accused who, when crossing the border en route for Dublin, was stopped 
by the Customs authorities and subsequently sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment, in default of the payment of a fine of £100 for failing to pay 
the duty.

“THE BERG.” (*Q”). 

The theme of the doomed ship has been familiar on the stage since 
“Outward Bound ”* demonstrated the dramatic possibilities of a liner’s 
saloon. In the first act “the berg” slides past the port-boles, and the 
rest of the play is spent in analysing the reactions of various groups and 
individuals to the prospect of watery death within three hours for those 
not in the boats. Through it all runs a philosophical argument between 
the Padré (George Relph), somewhat disillusioned with a cultured 
English flock—“they can’t talk about their souls, only sing about 
them sometimes, when they’re all together”—and a crippled author, 
John Rool (Godfrey Tearle), who believes only in stripping away romantic 
illusion and facing the starkest of realities. Although in the last scene, 
when the men, having cajoled to the boats all the Women save one, 
foregather to spend the last hour, the Padré seems to win on points 
with his little sermon, one is left feeling that Rool’s is an attitude 
bigger than the religious instinctivism which clings to a divine purpose. 
It is a heroic theme in the true sense, brilliantly handled by both 
author and cast, and not in the least dependent for interest upon 
being “ based” (however much that may mean) upon incidents in the 
great “Titanic” disaster. From the recently-married couple to whom 
parting seems death, to an eternal triangle which nevertheless shows 
itself ephemeral before real tragedy, Mr. Ernest Raymond's play is 
intensely alive and subtly observed. If the audience had only given it 
an attention less broken by whispering and coughs it would have seemed 
stil! finer. R.N, 


“THE BORDERER.” (STRAND). 

London theatregoers have during the past few weeks been given quite 
aD unusual number of opportunities for mixing with the great dead and now 
in this play by Madge and Leslie Howard Gordon they can havea glimpse 
of that most fascinating period in Scottish history when the ill-fated 
Mary and her luckless lovers walked in the halls of Holyrood Palace. 
That the portrayal of Mary, Bothwell, Rizzio and Darnley in this melo- 
drama is not strictly historical. does not detract from the enjoyment of 
the play.

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Law Cases. 


Damages for Personal Injuries._In the King’s Bench Division, before 
Mr. Justice Avory and a special jury, damages of £1,700 for personal injuries 
received in a motorcar accident in Finchley Road Jast April were awarded to 
Mr. Simon Harmel, of “ The Cot,” Finchley Read, Golders Green, against 
Mr. Trropor Genero, of The Ridgeway, Golders Green. Mr. Harmel said 
that he was knocked down by Mr. Gelberg’s car, and as a result of his 
injuries, which inc!uded a fracture of the right leg and shoulder, he was unable 
to attend to his business in Hull and Nottingham for five months. He sus- 
tained a heavy loss. Judgment was entered accordingly for £1,700 damages 
with costa. 


Libel Action Settled.—In the King's Bench Division on Wednesday, 
a settlement was announced of the libel action which Mr. Morris Harold 
Davis, a member of the London County Council and of the Stepney 
Borough Council, brought against the CENTRAL NEws LTD. Mr. Norman 
Birkett, K.C., for Mr. Davis, said thet the news agency circulated a report 
alleging that he was guilty of a corrupt practice at a municipal election. 
Many newspapers published the report, and all had paid damages. There 
was never any truth in the report, and, as Mr. Davis had had his character 
fully vindicated and was not desirous of making money out of the matter, 
he had agreed to accept £150 and taxed costs. On behalf of the Central 
News, Mr. Croom-Johnson, K.C., said that the report was sent by some- 
one who used the name of one of their correspondents. ‘They apologised 
as soon as they discovered their mistake, but had been unable to trace 
the sender. The Judge approved the settlement. 


The “* Cohens.”"—-In a case that came before Mr. Justice Clauson last 
week, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, one of the new Chancery K.C.'s, appeared for a 
client whose name was also Cohen. There was no relationship between them, 
Mr. Lionel Cohen informed the Judge. “The name,” he added, “is the 
Jewish equivalent to Smith.”’ 


Moneylender’s Action Fails, Before Mr. Justice Wright, at the Manches* 
ter Assizes, the case was concluded in which Maurice SuHarrer, moneylender, 
of Higher Bridge Street, Bolton, sought to recover £1,200 on a promissory 
note from Mr. J. H. Bromilow, motor dealer, of Bank Street, Bolton. On 
the previous day two joint defendants, Percy Stafford and his wife Hilda, 
had consented to judgment against them for indebtedness to the plaintiff, 
and the defendant, who was alleged to havé been a guarantor, was proceeded 
against alone. It had been shown that the defendant Stafford had had 
money transactions with the plaintiff. In the present instance the defendant 
had signed a promissory note as security, but he said it was then blank 
and also that he understood he was signing as a witness in the presence of 
Mrs. Stafford, whose husband was then away. Counsel for the plaintiff 
ridiculed the idea that an experienced business man like Mr. Bromilow could 
have thought he was signing asa witness. It was in default of the continuance 
of weekly payments by the Staffords that the plaintiff under the conditions 
of the loan sted for the whole sum owing. Percy Stafford in his evidence, 
said that on his return from Edinburgh on July 12, 1926, he put his signature 
on the note on which were already the signatures of his wife and Mr. Bromiiow. 
Mr. Jackson, for the defence, urged that the terms of the loan amounted to 
interest at the rate of thousands per cent. per annum. He further contended 
that the signature ofthe defendant Bromilow to the promissory note had been 
obtained by trickery and fraud. 

The Judge, in summing up, said that the case involved some serious 
issues. Here was a document—a duly stamped note—and prima facie the 
defendant was liable on his signature, but the defendant said he was not 
liable because he signed it as a blank piece of paper and as a witness only, 
and that he was told it was for £150. The real issue of fact which the jury 
had to decide was whether they believed the story of the plaintiff that the 


defendant signed the paper when it was duly filled up. The jury returned © 


a verdict for the defendant. The Judge: That means that he is not liable 
on the promissory note? The Foreman: Yes. Having given judgment for 
the defendant with costs, the Judge said he would order that the documents 
produced in the case be impounded, with a view to their being sent to the 
Public Prosecutor. 

Women Lawyers in Palestine At the High Court, Jerusalem, recently, 
Mr. -$. Horowitz, barrister-at-law, a former member of the Manchester Bar, 
asked for an order to prohibit the Chief Justice and the Legal Board from 
refusing to allow Mrs. Rosa Gixspure to qualify as an advocate at the 
Palestine Bar. Mrs. Ginsburg, who is the wife of the Registrar of the Hebrew 
University, is a law graduate of the Sorbonne, and has endeavoured for seven 
years past-to qualify in Jerusalem as an advocate. Her repeated requests 
to be allowed to sit for the Foreign Advocates’ Examination were turned 
down on the ground that there would be no useful purpose in her being 
examined as she would not in any case be permitted to practise, and that 
she could not be permitted to practise because under the Turkish law only 
a person” may qualify es a lawyer. Evidently the Turkish understanding 
was that the term “ person” did not include women. Mr. Horowitz, and 
before him Mr. Harry Sacher, also formerly of Manchester, submitted that 
where the term “ person "ig used woman is included, and that when the 
‘Turkish law meant to exclude women, as in the right to vote, the term “ thale 
person was used, The refusal of the Chief Justice is founded on a letter 
from the Colonial Office, which ruled that the admission of women to the 
Palestine Bar must be ‘ postponed.” In arguing before the High Court 
presided over by the Chief British Judge, Mr. Horowitz suggested that this 
discrimination was entirely arbitrary and about as valid as a ruling would be 
that red-haired persons should not be allowed to qualify. Judgment was 
reserved after the Court proposed that the application might be divided into 
two parts, and that in the beginning Mrs, Gins burg might be satisfied with 
an order on the Legal Board to admit her to the examinations, which would 
be tantamount to deciding that the Chief Justice had erred in directing 
otherwise. In other territories formerly part of the Turkish Empire, and in 
Turkey itself, it is stated, this form of sex discrimination has been abandoned. 
Women have been allowed to practise at the Bar in Egypt and Syria, and a 
Moslem was the first woman lawyer to appear before the Constantinople 
courts.

Messts. S. Epstein & Co.: Pending Litigation.—Refore Mr. Registr 
Warmington, at the London Bankruptcy Court, an application was ath 


on Ersrer & Co., foreign 


bankers and foreign exchange dealers, of 5 and 6, Great Winchester Street, 
E.C. The debtors petitioned the Court last May, with ranking liabilities 
£34.117. and assets valued £12,858. They attributed their failure to trans. 
actions with the Jewish Colonial Trust, with which there had been considerable 
litigation. Mr. Edward Clayton, K.C., on behalf of the bankrupts, asked 
for an adjournment of the case on the ground that he had not had sufficient 
time to digest the report of the Official Receiver and the objections lodged 
on behalf of the opposing creditors. He was further instructed that actions 
were pending, and in the event of a successful issue there would be every 
possibility of the debts being paid in full, in which case the present application 
would not be necessary, as the Court would-be asked to annul the proceedings. 
Sergeant Sullivan, K.C., said he appeared for the Jewish Colonial Trust, who 
were creditors for over £10,000, but he did not oppose the application for aa 
adjournment. No opposition was offered by counsel representing Mr. F. 8, 
Salaman, the trustee under the bankruptcy, and by consent of all parties the 
hearing was adjourned till June 6 next. 


A Broken Engagement.—At the Whitechapel County Court, Miss Clara 
man. of 64, Grove Street, claimed from Morris RAssreowircs, of 
48, Rothschild Buildings, Whitechapel, the sum of £5 10s., under an award 
issued by the beth Din. The parties were engaged to be married two years 
ago. A difficulty arose, and they came before the Beth Din on November 4, 
when the defendant was orderd to pay to the plaintiff £150, at the rate of 10s. 
per week, the plaintiff to keep the ring. The engagement was broken off. 
The defendant paid one instalment, but had paid nothing since. Mr. Shuter, 
Secretary to the Beth Din, proved the award. The defendant admitted that 
he had been before the Beth Din, but denied ever having signed the sub- 
mission. Judge Cluer: “ But you must have signed, unless you are the one 
case in a thousand where a mistake has been made. My experience is that 
the Beth Din are most careful to conduct their proceedings properly.” Mr. 
Shuter pointed out that no cases are heard by the Beth Din unless the parties 
first sign a submission to arbitration. At the adjourned hearing last Friday, 
Mr. Shuter produced the submission book showing that the defendant had 
signed his name consenting to abide by the decision of the Beth Din. The 
defendant denied that that was his signature, whereupon Judge Cluer said : 
* That's right, you don’t mind saying anything 8O long as you think it will 
help you. If onght to have you prosecuted for perjury, and I am sorry the 
law does not allow me to send you to prison at once for obvious perjury !”’ 
His honour gave judgment for the plaintiff for the amount claimed. . 


Magistrate and Jewish Oath.—Mr. Harry Leonarp Boston, managing 
director of Boetons (Ltd.), furriers, Fann Street, City, went into the witness 
box at the Guildhall to give evidence on behalf of his firm in answer to sum- 
monses for failing to stamp National Health and Unemployment Insurance 
cards. He repeated the words of the oath, holding one hand over his head, 
Alderman Sir Charles Batho: “ Are you a member of the Jewish faith?” 
Witness: © Yes.’ The Magistrate: “‘ Then put your hat on and take the 
oath in the preper form.’ Mr, Boston then assumed his hat, and was re- 
sworn. He said that his firm had no clerical staff, and found it most difficult 
to keep the insurance cards up to date. The Magistrate: “Tens of thousands 
of people are similarly placed, but they do not complain. You will be fined 
£3 and a guinea costs on each summons, and that will amount, with the 
contributions vou have to pay, to £9 4s.”” 


A Sausage Mystery.—At the City Police Court, Manchester, two Jewish 
men disputed a claim for a week’s wages. The defendant alleged that he 
gave the complainant a week’s notice because the sausages he made were 
“ putrid and customers sent along complaints in shoals.” The Stipendiary 
Magistrate asked how the sausages could be putrid if the ingredients were 
proper, and the defendant admitted that the question quite puzzled him. 
it might have happened as a result of bad mixing. The defendant said that 
if the case could be adjourned for an hour he would produce the putrid 
sausage, but the Stipendiary observed, “I am sure I don’t want to see it.” 
The complainant was awarded a week’s wages in lieu of notice. 


Son’s Unusual Request.—Before the Belfast City Commission, Neyitus 
SANDLER, a Jew, who had been charged with stealing drapery goods, worth 
£20, from his father, Elias Sandler, of Canning Street, said: “ I want to be 
convicted of this offence, as in that case my father will get back his goods. 
The Customs oficials in Dublin told me that he would get them only if I was 
convicted.” ‘The property, it was stated, was taken from his father’s house 
by accused who, when eressing the border en route for Dublin, was stopped 
by the Customs authorities and subsequently sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment. in default of the payment of a fine of £100 for failing to pay 
the duty. On his release from Mountjoy Goal, after serving four months, 


he was rearrested on the present charge. The youfg man conducted hw 
own defence «ni pleaded that in taking the property without his father’s 
permission he hat made a mistake. When asked if he had anything more to 


say to the jury, he made the above-mentioned request. The jury returned 
a verdict of guilty, and his Lordship passed a recorded sentence of four 
months. 

Arson Charge.—Sentence of eighteen months’ imprisonment was passed 
at the Old Bailey on Tuesday on Myer Davis, 33, a tailor’s presser, whe 
was charged with setting fire to the shop of his uncle, Morris Leaman, ® 
mantle manufacturer, in Hackney Road, E. (A report of the case was give» 
in our last issue.) Davis and his uncle both denied that they had any hand 
in the fire. In passing sentence, the judge said that a very carefully planned 
and ingenious s heme had been set on foot in order to ensure not only that 
the premises should be burnt and the stock destroyed, but alse that no evidence 
Should be left of the person who had been concerned in that. 


A Bad Record.—“ He has a terrible record abroad,” said Detective- 
sergeant Fairweather, of DAVID GOLDBERG, 25, of no fixed abode, who 
was charged before Mr. J. A. R. Cairns, at the Thames Police Court, 
with being in a dwelling-house at 45, Prescot Street, E., for a supposed 
unlawful purpose. Goldberg was found on Monday evening by a womau 
caretaker in an office on the premises which are occupied by the Jewish 
Association for the Protection of Girls and Women. He said he was 
waiting for some ladies, and afterwards pushed by the woman and rao 
into the street, where he was captured. The detective said that accused 
was a British subject who had lived most of his life in Paris. © The 


- Magistrate told prisoner he was an absolute nuisance to society, and 


sent him to prison for three months, with hard labour.

Music and Drama. 


“THE BERG.” (“Q”). 

The theme of the doomed ship has been familiar on the stage since 
“Outward Bound ” demonstrated the dramatic possibilities of a liner’s 
saloon. In the first act “the berg” slides past the port-boles, and the 
rest of the play is spent in analysing the reactions of various groups and 
individuals to the prospect of watery death within three hours for those 
not in the boats. Through it all runs a philosophical argument between 
the Padré (George Relph), somewhat disillusioned with a cultured 
English flock—“they can’t talk about their souls, only sing about 
them sometimes, when they’re all together”—and a crippled author, 
John Rool (Godfrey Tearle), who believes only in stripping away romantic 
illusion and facing the starkest of realities. Although in the last scene, 
when the men, having cajoled to the boats all the women save one, 
foregather to spend the last hour, the Padré seems to win on points 
with his little sermon, one is left feeling that Rool’s is an attitude 
bigger than the religious instinctivism which clings to a divine purpose. 
It is a heroic theme in the true sense, brilliantly bandled by both 
author and cast, and not in the least dependent for interest upon 
being “ based” (however much that may mean) upon incidents in the 
great “Titanic” disaster. From the recently-married couple to whom 
parting seems death, to an eternal triangle which nevertheless shows 
itself ephemeral before real tragedy, Mr. Ernest Raymond's play is 
intensely alive and subtly observed. If the audience had only given it 
an attention less broken by whispering and coughs it would have seemed 
still finer. RN, 


“THE BORDERER.” (STRAND). 

London theatregoers have during the past few weeks been given quite 
aD unusual number of opportunities for mixing with the great dead and now 
in this play by Madge and Leslie Howard Gordon they can havea glimpse 
of that most fascinating period in Scottish history when the ill-fated 
Mary and her luckless lovers walked in the halls of Holyrood Palace. 
That the portrayal of Mary, Bothwell, Rizzio and Darnley in this melo- 
drama is not strictly historical. does not detract from the enjoyment of 
the play. In any case it afforded Phyllis Neilson-Terry an opportunity 
to show her brilliant powers of acting as Mary, while Fred Terry gave 
us a delightful and jovial Bothwell. The rest of the cast were thoroughly 
sound, and have made of this play something to be fully enjoyed even 
by those who are frightened by the very name of history. 


“RED RUST” (LITTLE). 

This play would seem to have the curious effect of increasing the 
enibusiasm for Soviet Russia of its supporters, and confirming its 
opponents in the belief that life there is a medley of all the miseries. 
The reason for this is that superficially existence in Russia is

The Alderman: It didn’t occur to 
you to go to the boys when you first suspected them and say tothem : “ What 
are you loitering about here for ?”’ and give them a warning? Detective 
Bailey shook his head.‘‘ We have so many cases of thefts from motor cars,” 
he said, “‘ that we have to do our best to detect them.’ The Alderman: I 
shall dismiss this charge with a warning to the lads not to put themselves in 
such a compromising position in future. 


Inquests.—At an inquest held last weck on Mrs. Saran Lapipvus, 33, of 
Alkham Road, Stoke Newington, who was knocked down and killed by a 
motor lorry close to the kerb in the street, a verdict of “ Accidental death” 
wasreturned. Mr. Israel Lapidus, the husband, said he was riding on a tram- 
car at the time, and noticed a crowd, Later he discovered that the victim 
was his wife. 

., Averdict of “Accidental death ” was recorded by the Shoreditch coroner’s 
jury on Tuesday at an inquest held on EMANUEL Lazarus, aged seven months, 
son of a commission agent, of Windsor Houses, Wenlock Road, Hoxton, who 
died from dislocation of the neck. It was stated that the child had been 
placed on a bed by a manservant. A little girl, aged four, entered the room, 

icked up the baby to play with it, and let it fall on some lemonade bottles. 

he coroner, Dr. Edwin Smith, said that in law a child under seven was 
incapable of doing any wrong, and if achild of four let a baby fall when carrying 
it about or giving it a pick-a-back, it was an accident. 


Bankruptcy.—At the London Bankruptcy Court on Friday, an appli- 
cation was made for an order of discharge on behalf of Tupor Aaron Lamps, 
who had carried on business in partnership with another person as T. A. 
Lamb and R. Mirsky, mantle manufacturers, 160, Mare Street, Hackney. 
The Official Receiver reported that the provable debts amounted to £5,372, 
and the assets valued at £594 had realised only £24. The application was 
opposed by the Official Receiver on various statutory grounds, including 
failure to account satisfactorily for loss of assets alleged to have been lost 
in an alleged burglary. After hearing counsel in support of the application, 
Mr. Francke said he must take serious notice of the case, as he could not 
possibly approve the course of trading adopted by the debtor. Thousands 
of pounds’ worth of debts had been incurred when the debtor was knowingly 
insolvent, and the goods were sold below cost in order to meet prior liabili- 
ties. The discharge was suspended for three years. 

Last Friday, the public examination was concluded in the. London 
Bankruptcy Court of Ricuarp Hieuam Lewis, of Heathfield Gardens, 
N.W.11, formerly carrying. on business as a mantle manufacturer. He 
failed in November last with liabilities £3,619 and assets valued at £6. He 
attributed his failure to loss consequent on the failure of a partnership busi- 
ness and to lack of capital.

At the Queen's Hall on Tuesday, Eiena Gerhardt concluded her 
series of Schubert recitals with “Die Winterreise.” It is difficult to 
believe that Wilhelm Mueller, who wrote the poems, died without ever 
meeting Schubert; and it is quite as hard to realise that they both died 
three-quarters of a century before Elena Gerhardt sang their songs. For 
the thing that raises Gerhardt to the supreme level which she bas 
attained is not merely the beautiful equality of her voice, which it must 
be admitted shows signs of deterioration, nor even her artistry, which is 
mainly the product of hard work, but the special quality of sympathy 
that cnables her not merely to perform the music but to identify herself 
with it. She is not describing this winter's journey with her voice, she 
has the philosophy of it in her bones, and she reveals to us not Schubert, 
the charming melody-maker, but Schubert to whom was bequeathed the 
soul of Beethoven. A Schubert recital by Gerhardt is a spiritual 
experience which our generation is lucky to be able to enjoy. ee

There is a great mine of Jewish literature, which is known under 
the collective name of Midrash. It represents rabbinical explana- 
tions of the books of the Bible for the purpose of developing the faller 
meaning of the words of Holy Writ and extracting the legal and moral 


lessons to be derived therefrom. 


It is a very delightful study, and 


reveals the remarkable knowledge which the old Sages of Israel had 
of the Bible and how they were able to use different verses to 
illustrate others. I have often drawn upon Midrashic lore in my Chats. 
Let me give you one or two specific examples, 


THE REAL END, 
In the second paragraph of the Shema, which enjoins the observ- 


ance of the law, the words occur “to love the Lord your God.” 


The 


Midrash says we are not to study the Torah merely for the purpose of 
acquiring wealth and a title and personal glory, but we should do it 
for the love of God. The verse goes on to say “ and serve Him.” What 


is this servicc ? 


The same word is used of Adam in the garden of 


Eden. He was enjoined to “ dress it and keep it.” . These words, says 
the Midrash, imply study and the observance of the Commandments. 
Jast as the ministrations at the altar are called service so study is a 
service of God. Or the word may mean prayer, for the text con- 


tinues: “ with all your heart.” 


Heart service implies prayer. 


THE TWO WAYS. 


The same chapter of Deuteronomy tells of the two paths that are 
set before Israel, one the way of blessing if God’s Commandments are 
obeyed, andthe other a way accursed if the Divine precepts are ignored. 
In this text nothing is said (though it is of course implied) as to which 


should be chosen.

Do not think Israel is meant to choose whichever path he likes.
